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NO SPECIAL TARIFF BILL 


THE SILK MEN TO HAVE NO 
PRESENT RELIEF. 
DECISION OF THE WAYS AND MEANS COM- 
MITTEE—THE WARMOTH CHARGES 

TO BE LOOKED INTO. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The silk manufact- 
firers, who have been urging the Ways and 
Means Committee to report a bill to place silk 
ribbons under the 50 por. cent. duty now paid 
by other silk goods are likely to be disappoint- 
ed. All the members of the committee agree 
that this change should be made and that the 
Cofigress which passed the Tariff act of 1883 
had no thought of permitting silk ribbons to be 
imported under a 20 per eent, rate, as the 
Supreme Court has decided must be done, but 
the committee does not think it wise to try to 
correct the laws in a special act. 

The moment such a bill was taken up in the 
House there would be nothing to hinder mem- 
bers from offering amendments changing the 
rates of other articles, and in all probability 
the result would be to build up a hodze-podge 
tariff bill on the silk-ribbon paragraph, and 
thus precipitate a tariff discussion upon the 
House. Even if it could be arranged that no 
amendments should be offered to the measure, 
there would be no certainty that the Senate 
would treat it in the same way. Both the Repub- 


lican and Democratic members of the commit- 
tee think, therefore, that the silk men must wait 
for relief until they can get it in a general tariff 
revision bill,

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When tho Sonate received the nomination of 
ex-Gov. Henry C. Warmoth to be Collector of 
Customs at New-Orleans it was referred to 
the Committee on Commerce. Following the 
usual custom, that committee referred the 
matter toa sub-committees io report whether 
or not confirmation should be recommended, 

When the committee received ths charges 
against Warmoti, which have already been 
publishe: in THE Times, its members decided 
that the matter was of too much importance to 
be ieft to a sub-committec. They have, there- 
tore, rescinded the reference and have decided 
that the full committee shall investigate the 
charges. [It is understeod that Warmoth’s 
record will be very thoroughly inquired into, 
and if this intentiou Is carried out his opponents 
think the committee will recommend that he be 
rejected. Taney do not see how any committee, 
not specially packed for Liat purpose, can con- 
sent to Warmoth’s retention In office, if its 
members have made anytaing like a careful in- 
Vestigation of his record. 

The work of the Naval Board on Reorganization 
and Revision of Tactics, of which Commodore 
Greer was senior Wember, has becn about com- 


pleted, and Secretary Tracy will discontinue it. 
The board compiled a new drill book, which is 
how being used experimentally on dDoard the 
vessels of ‘the squadron of evolution, It was 
upon the board’s recommendation that the 
Morse system of telegraphy was adopted by the 
Secretary, und the revision ofthe pay table for

The Board ot Bureau Chiefs is still at work on 
the pians of the battle ship Texas, ana it is 
doubtiul if much of the original design, that 
has oeen the subject of such prolonged disputes, 
Will be ieit. It bas been mentionea before that 
the arrangemen, of the guns was such that the 
12 ines and G-inch guns could not be worked at 
the same time unless the vessel was tighting 
broadside on, and that the 6-inch guns were 
directly in the line of the fore-and-aft fire of 
the larger guns. it has now been found that 
the axes of the 12-inch guus are only seventeen 
inches above the deck. und if the guus were dis- 
charged over the deck it would be completely 
demolished.

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All but four of the 138 public cepositories 
have complied with Secretary Windom’s call 
for a poriion of the Government funds held by 
them. The delinquents are in distant parts of 
the country and it is believed wiil be seard 
trom in a few days, so chat it is not at ail likely 
that the department will be calied upon in any 
case to force a compliance with its .emands, 
The total amount of bonds surreudered to date, 
ir liquidation of deposits, 1s $7,076,500, 
being more than twice the amount re- 
quired by a_  astriet compliance with the 
call, The number of banks which will be dis- 
continued as depositories is eighty-five, and of 
these thirty have already surrendered their eu- 
tire deposits and goue out of the system. Of 
the forty-seven to be continued as depositories, 
teu have reduced their holdings to tine simid 
fixed by the department, and thirty-three have 
mnade partial reductions, nearly all, however, 
in excess of the 10 per cent. call.

A bill introduced in the House-to-day by Rep- 
sesentative Miils provides for reciprocity in 
trade between the United States and Mexico. 
All articles produced in Mexico are to be ad- 
mitted free of duty to this country, by Presi- 
dential proclamaiion, whenever Mexico shall 
zdmis the products of the United States free of 
duty. Articles subject to an internal revenue 
tax are exempted trom the operations of the 
bili, the provisious of whieh are to continue in 
force sv long as Mexico adheres to her part of

Mk. ALLISON'S NOMINATION. 





AS SHOWING THE POWER OF 
JUDICIOUSLY USED. 


Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 17.—Senator Allison 
is still in the city looking serene and contented, 
and evidently quite well satisfied with the 
nomination the Republican caucus gave him 
last night, This afternoon he visited the floor 
of the House and took a seat on the Republican 
side, where he was surrounded by a number of 
Mr. Allison said he dia not 
know when he would return to Washington. 
He thought he might stay hore afew days, but 
his plans had not been matured. 

The action of the caucus last night is vari- 
ously commented upon. Gov. Larrabee is out- 
spoken and bitter in his condemnation of the 
action of Senators Finn, Meservey, and other 
very pronounced anti-monopoly Republicans, 
who went into the caucus and voted for Allisen. 
Words of condemnation of these alleged re- 
formers are heard fromall but Allison’s friends, 
and particularly trom the members of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, a number of whom are still 
in the city. One of their leaders said: 

“ The work of tho political bosses was over- 
done. They have demonstrated that it is pos- 
sible for any man, regardiess of his ftiaslity to 
his constituents, to keep himself in the United 
States Senate by the lavish use of money, pa- 
tronage, and intimidation. If, with their pock- 
ets filled with remonstrances from the people 
against the election of acertain man, every one 
of seventy-eight Sepators aud Representatives 
can be induced to votg for that very mau, 16 
becomes evident that the present Senate is as 
absolute an oligarchy as the British House of 
Lords. It follows that the people ot Iowa 
must have the right to vote on their Senators 
and ultimately to elect them. Petitions have 
been disregarded; baliots will be heeded. It is 
scarcely necessary to call attention to the fact 
that the vote in the caucus glaringly misrepre- 
seited the sentiments of the Republicans of 
Iowa. It was unanimous. Nobody pretends to 
believe that the Republican voters are unani- 
mous. There has been no vote, because consti- 
tutional provisions and statutes do not provide 
for it; but there can be but little doubt that less 
than one-third of the Republicans of Iowa want- 
ed Allison re-elected, 

“Bat even if the result was not sure to lead 
to the organic reform of elective Senators, there 
would be no cause for regretin the fact that 
there was a Vigorous protest made by the peo- 
ple against Mr. Allison’s re-election. The peti- 
tions of 40,000 Iowa farmers, though they will 
be tlled away in the Legislature- without being 
read, Will leaven the politics of the State for 
years, Senator Allison has beard from them in 
many cases. They have been shown to him by 
many of the members, ana he knows 
that he has not the Indorsement of the 
people. He knows that bis political career 
wilt end with his present term unless he 
serves the people of lowa more and Wall-street 
tess. This may lead him to pursue a different 
course in regard to the Hennepin Canal and 
other measures. He certainly realizes that if 
be does not secure this canal, which he has the 
power to secure, his nomination for President 
would be followed by 50,000 majority against 
himin Iowa. It is to be hoped that he will now 
give up his ambition to be President, and wiil 
govern his conduet with an eye single to the 
good of the State, which will again be forcea, 
against its will, to accept his services. 

*«* As for the members who, under instructions 
from county conventions to vote for Allison, 
carried ont these insvuructions, there can be no 
very severe censure. Some of tbe county and 
district eonstituencies, it may be presumed, 
preferred Ailison or were willing to elect Inem- 
bers instructed for him rather than elect anti- 
Prohibition members, It will not beso easy for 
members not under instruction or representing 
anti-monopoly constituencies to explain their 
votes to the citizeps who petitioned them to 
vote for Larrabee. Such members will, if they 
are wise, be active in working for auti-monopo- 
ly legislation and for an elective Senate. it 
williake much goou work to counterbalance 
their votes for the corporation candidate for 
Senator.”

NEW-YORK IS TO HAVE SOME CHINA- 
MEN WORKING IN HER STREETS. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 17.—Kight Chinamen 
from tlie Pacific coast, in charge of Lien Chien, 
passed through Pittsburg to-day bound for 
New-York. They are to be given a two weeks’ 
trialin the metropolis‘as laborers, with the in- 
tention of keeping them there at work if they 
prove a success. Chein said he was the agent 
of one of the big Chinese companies in New- 
York. His company has entered Into an agree- 
ment with several contractors to employ a 
large number of Chinamen. Heretofere they 
huve used Irishmen, Hungarians, Italians, and 
Swedes, but they do not give eatisfaction, and 
are continually striking on onc pretense or an- 
other. 

The contractors are now going to try Chiva- 
men. if the eight men sueceed, permanent 
contract Will be made between the Chinese com- 
pany und the contractors, and it will only bea 
short time until thousands of Chinese laborers 
Will be put to work ou the streets and build- 
ings of New-York. 

“ T know my people will succeed,” said Chien. 
“They have been doing the same kind of work 
for years in California and always got along 
well. They are just as good hed carriers and 
general laborers as others. Then, they will do 
the work tor just about half the wages paid 
other men and they vever strike, but are con- 
tent to take the same pay forever. I am cer- 
tain this nove will be a success and we will 
heave thousands of men to ship to New-York as 
soon as they are needed.” 

“Will you. not have trouble on aécount of 
the law forbidding Chinamen to enier the 
country?’ asked a reporter. 
iA smile came over the face of Chien as he 
answered, “There are plenty of them in the 
country just now. When more are needed 
there will not be any trouble about getting 
om, as if is &@ very easy thing to avoid the 
aw.” 
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A STRANGH AOOCIDENT. 





PLUGS GIVE WAY IN AN OIL WELL 
AND ONE MAN KILLED. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 17.—One of the most singu- 
lar accidentsin the history of the oil axd gas 
regions occurred near Canonsburg yesterday. 
The Fisher Oil Company has been drilling a 
well for oil on the Hickman farm. The well 


turned out te be a dry hoie, having, however, a 
sinall quantity of gas. It was, therefore, da- 
cided to abandon the well and the drillers 
plugged it. In this work the wooden plugs 
were used, both 5 feet long and 5 and 5-8 inches 
in diameter. 

When the plugs had been in several hours, 
John Moore, a teol dresser, and another work- 
man went up to the top of the elghty-two-foot 
derrick to change the ropes. Suddenly the 
whole mass of plugs and driliings shotup out 
of the well with fearful velocity. One of the 
jugs strack Moore, killing him instantly, and 
his dead body fell to the floor or the derrick in an 
almost shapeless mass, The other man escapea 
serieus injuries. The top of the derrick was 
knocked over. Oil men say they never knew 
of such a case before.

BITTER AGAINST ENGLAND 





REPUBLICANS. 
ENGLISH RESIDENTS IN LISBON UNDER 
ise, A BAN—THE MADRID MEETING ABAN- 
DONED—DENUNCIATIONS IN PARIS. 


LISBON, Jan. 17.—The English residents of 
this city, who have been victims of the public 
animosity occasioned by the attitude of Eng- 
land toward Portugal, propose to appoint a 
deputation to wait on Lord Salisbury, the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister, and urge that Great Britain 
adopt amore conciliatory policy. The feeling 
toward England is very bitter. Many English 
employes of Portuguese houses have been dis- 
charged. 

The Seculo to-day published an unsigned mant- 
festo, headed ‘*The Directory of tke Portuguese 
Republicans to the Nation.” It denounces vocif- 
erously the English ultimatum, and advocates 
the republican federation of the Latin na- 
tions and the adhesion of Portugal to such fed- 
eration. It declares that the movement for a 
federation of Latin republics is steadily making 
great progress, and that the force of that move- 
ment is seen and felt in the revolutionin Brazil. 

The manifesto does not advocate a revolution 
in Portugal at the present moment, and is mod- 
erate in tone throughout, except as to the de- 
nunciation of England’s action. All the paners, 


Republican as weil as others, advise prudence 
and moderation in the | a Se crisis. The ex- 
travagances of the schoolboys in the street 
demonstrations seem to have opened the eyes 
of the men of the country to the folly and dan- 
ger of that way of treating international difii- 
culties. 

The rumor that a British fleet was in the 
Tagus has had a tranquilizing eifect upon the 
papérs, The Journal of Commerce, a popular 
organ, entreats the people not to prolong un- 
justitiably the manifestations which invoive 
breaches of the peace and possibly fresh na- 
tional humiliation. It is stated that a leading 
ship owner who is in municipal authority 
begged Mr. Glynn Petre’s mediation to prevent 
the fleet entering the Tagus, and Mr. Glynn 
Petre intimated thatif such a thing happened 
it would be entirely the fault of the inhab- 
itants. 

A. committee of ladies in society have formed 
= resolution to boycott Mr. Glynn Petre’s 
wite. 

PaRis, Jan. 17.—There was held here to-day a 
meeting of 300 Portuguese residing in this 
city. De Vega, a former Portuguese Deputy, 
presided. He violently attacked Great Britain 
and besought his compatriots to remember the 
Swiss struggle against Austria, as an evidence 
that a brave and united people is not always 
crushed by heavy battalions. He concluded, 
amid a storm of cheers, by thunking the French 

ress for its sympathy and support. Sefor 
Zorilia, the Spanish Republican, also spoke. He 
said one needed only to be an honorable man 
to eondemn the piracy of Great Britain. The 
meeting adopted a resolution denouncing Brit- 
ish action. 

The ‘igaro says that Portugal has complained 
to Prince Bismarck that Great Britain has vio- 
lated the Berlin treaty. She therefore asks 
that avonference be convoked to discuss Afri- 
can affairs, 

LONDON, Jan, 18.—The Portuguese correspond- 
ence Was published yesterday in a Elue Book. 
The News, commenting upon the dispatches, 
says they confirm the opinion that the Marquis 
of Salisbury bad spoiled avery strong case by 
undue harshness. His dispatches insult Senhor 
Gomes by implying a disbelief in Gumes’s 
word. It is doubtful whether any further nego- 
tiations will be pessible between the Govern- 
ments for a long time. 


MADRID, Jan. 17.—The proposed public meet- 
ing to be held in this city Sunday by Republiv- 
ans for the purpose of expressing sympathy 
with the Portuguese in their dispute with Eng- 
land has been abandoned. The Republicans 
intend, however, to visit the Portuguese Lega- 


lion and leave their cards as an expression of 
sympathy.

MADRID, Jan. 17.—Queen Christina has re- 
quested Sefior Martinez, the Presiuent of the 
Chamber ef Deputies, to endeavor to forma

It is believed toat Queen Christina has en- 
deavored to g-t a Liberal candidate, for form’s 
sake only, before summoning Carnovas del 
Castillo, in order that she might say she only 
called him when no otner was possible.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LONDON, Jan. 17.—The steamer Lubeck has 
arrived at Sydney from Samoa. She reports 
that a weeting of the British residents of Apia 
petitioned the Governor of Fiji to remove the 
British Consul, but the Consul had been 
already transferred to Noumea. ‘The adherents 
and supporters of Malietoa and those of Ta- 
mmaseee had had a friendly meeting. 

Twenty-three firms engaged in the glass bot- 
tle trade will soon unite upon 2 quasi trust 
agreement to seli similar goods at the same 
price, and thus protect themselves from the 
effect of competition. 

Pakis, Jan. 17.—M. de Freycinet, the Minister 
of War, has arranged for a series of military 
mancuvres in which the First Army Corps will 
bave the offensive against the Secona Army 
Corps. The main purpose isto make a more 
cowplete test of the smokeless powder used in 
the Autumn Mancuvres. 


Cairo, Jan. 17.—Mr. Stanley is expected to 
make a prolonged stay here, partiy for reasons 
related to the recent expedition and partly to 
avoid the very great change of going trom 
Central Africa into Northern Europe at the bad 
end of the Winter. 

VIENNA, Jan. 17.—The results of the German- 
Czech conference heid in this city have exceed- 
ed expectations. The conference has succeeded 
in reconciling ail the differences between 
the Czechs and Germans in Bohemia. 


LIvERPOOL, Jan. 17.—Five hundred grain 
porters on the North and South Docks bave 
struck for an increase in thelr wages. As a re- 
sult of the strike the grain traflic on the docks 
is ata standstill.

A POOR WIDOW HEAVILY FINED. 

PITTsBURG, Penn., Jan. 17.—Alderman Cassi- 
day of this city is contronted with the necessity 
of fining a widow $1,150, and be doesn’t know 
how to escape the unpleasant duty.  Yester- 
day the Sportsmen’s Association, through 
its agent, J. W. Hague, prosecuted

At the hearing to-day it was found that all 
the offenders save Mrs. Normie Jones, a poor 
widow, had but two or three birds in 
their possession, and they were directed 
to pay $10 for each. Mrs. Jones, however, 
had 115 quail strung up, making her fine 
$1,150. This, of course, sne cannot pay. The 
Alderman has therefore held over the cass to 
consult an attorney and tind some way out of 
his dilemma.

BALLOT REFORM IN MARYLAND, 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 17.—Senator Poe yes- 
terday introduced the Australian ballot law, 
prepared by the Democratic Business Men’s 
Association of Baltimore, with amendments. 
The amendments provide that the ballot clerxs 
in the counties are to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. An unofficial ballot, printed on pa- 
per of a different color than the official 
vDallot, may be taken into the polling 
room by the voter, marked im advance, 
to assist him im making the official bal- 
jot. This amendment is copied from the New- 
York bill. Express provision ia made for the 
admission into the polling room of Federal 
officials apposed under the Revised Statutes 
of the United States and of an equal number of 
State officials, whom the Governor is to ap-

Mr. Foster was present 
in a Windsor uniferm, and his conduct in not 
ene the treatment to his wife is gencrally 
censured. 

Mrs. soster is paying the penalty for marry- 
ing the Minister of inance a few days after 
she obtained a divorce trom her first husband, 
D. B. Chisholm, in Chicago last July. Divorces 
are Dot frequent in Canada, and the Bominion 
benate has already declared American divorces 
to be invalid in Canada. The Governor Gen- 
erai’s aide-de-camp, Capt. McMahon, to-day au- 
thorized the statement that Mrs, Foster had not 
been invited, 

Lady stanley is known to bestrongly opposed 
to the recognition of divorced women. When 
Mrs. Foster arrived from Chicago she was culled 
upon by the wives of two Cavinet Ministers, 
who, taking w bint from w higher quarier, 
dropped further social intercourse. Lady Mae- 
donald, wife of the Premier, did not call on the 
iady, and 1s known to have strong opinious upon 
the subject, 

Mr. Foster’s bride bas had more than her 
share of life’s troubles. She married D. B. 
Chisholm, member of Parliament, tifteen vears 
ago. Mr, Chishoim was then a weal thy banker 
at Hamiiton, Outario, but absconded, defrauding 
many estates. He settled in Chicago. Mrs, 
Chisholm loved Mr. Foster for years and found 
no trouble in securing a divorce. She married 
Mr. Foster four days after the deeree had been 
gTanted, Mr. Foster is one of the ablest men 
vd Ministry, but his political career seems 
imited,.

AMERICAN NAVAL OFFICERS SUFFER-

CurcaGo, Jan. 17.—The indications were to- 
day that the fatalities from la grippe in Chica-* 
go are on the decrease. There were only eighty 
death certificates issned from the Health De- 
partment and of these but nine were from la 
grippe. 

ELMIRA, N. Y., Jas. 17.—Of the 1,000 inmates 
of the Elmira Reformatory 275 are down with 
the grip.

DEALING 1N “PRIVILEGES.” 

CuicaGo, Jan. 17.—It now looks as though 
dcaling in ‘‘ privileges” out of regular business 
hours on the Board of Trade was to be revived. 
In view of the well-known fact that trading in 
this manner has been covertly carried on bya 
few contumacious members of the board ever 
since the official ban was placed upon it by the 
Directors, a resolution was adopted at_the gen- 
eral meeting last Monday asking the Directors 
to inforce the resolution prohibiting privilege 
trading or admit their inability to inforee it. 
‘Either let us have it stopped altogether or 
done on the ‘wide open’ policy,” said a prom- 
inent member at the meeting. 

The adoption of the resolution was interpret- 
ed to mean that operations in “puts” and 
‘calls’ would in the near future be practically 
legitimised, or at least ignored, so far as the 
Board of Trade was concerned. At the close of 
"Change to-day a heavy business was transacted 
in wheat, and early in the day ene operator 
alone was said to have sold “puts” on over 
one million bushels. 





END OF THE SNOW BLOCKADE.

17 WAS A GREAT SUCOKSS. | LIVES LOST IN THE WRECK 





A FRIGHIFUL RAILROAD ACCI- 
DENT IN THE WEST. 

A VESTIBULE EXPRESS PLUNGES INTO 

THE REAR OF ANOTHER TRAIN AND 

THE SHATTERED CARS TAKE FIRE. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 17,—Glendale, a suburb 
fifteen miles out from here, is largely inhab- 
ited by leading business men and prominens 
citizens. A spécial accommodation train is run 
for the town by the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Road, stopping only at Winton-place. 
It was at this point to-night that a shocking 
collision occured. The accommodation had just 
begun to move away from the station when the 
Chicago vestibule train, drawn by one of 
the new strong engines and running from fifty 
to sixty miles an hour, plunged into its rear. In 
making up the accommodation the baggage ear 
had been put on the rear end. To this is due 
the comparatively small loss of life. 

The big engine plowed half way through the 
baggage car, pushing it and the two coaches in 
front off the track into a ditch. The stove in 
the haggage car set fire to it and the three cars 
were s00n in a blaze, while a number of help- 
less people, pinned in the débris, were screaming 
for relief, or in their madness cursing their 
fate. The baggagemaster, Bob Stevenson, and 
his assistant, as well as both the fireman 
and engineer of the vestibule train, were gotten 
out by hard work. All were terribly injured— 
Stevenson has just died—while the others are 
believed to be fatally nurt. The scene about 
the burning cars was indescribable. The hun- 
dreds on the trains who had escaped uninjured, 
reinforced by hundreds from the adjoining 
suburbs, stood almost crazed with grief at their 
hetplessnees, A scoreot wounded persons were 
gotten out by heroic effort ana laid in ghastly 
rows on the station floor. 

Inside the blazing cars could be seen here and 
there forms caught by splintered timbers. 
They writhed and twisted in their awful agony, 
biting their flesh and tearing their hair. The 
number has not yet been definitely told because 
of the number missing and because of the possi- 
bility that all the bodies have not been found. 

Two fire companies from Cincinnati were 
soon onthe scene, and, with a relay of police, 
began searching theruins, The body or John 
H. Wilson, Superintendent of the New-York 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, was the 
first one found anda identified. 

Two of those injured in the wreck have been 
received here at the hospital. Their names are 
James Staley, forty-nine years old, of Carthage, 
Ohio, terribly burned about the face and arms; 
William Klamitz, also of Carthage, a plumber, 
aged nineteen, scalp Wound and burned hands 
and arms. 

Mr. Charles Nelson, the new General Superin- 
tendent of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Railway, has just arrived from. the scene 
of the wreck. He says the dead are 
John Wilson, Superintendent of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company of Cincinnati; 
residence, Winton-place; I’. W. Witherbee, eon- 
auctor, of 77, residence Toledo. An unkown 
woman. Two of the dead bodies are in the 
Morgue in this city. These are ail the killed. 
‘hey were burned to death. 

fhe wounded are: James Staley, baggage 
master of train No. 77; residence Dayton, Obio; 
terribly burned and svalded about the head 
and chest; he 1s in the Oincinnati Hos- 
pital suffering terribly. William Kiam- 
1tZ, @&@ passenger, @® mere boy, plumber by 
trade, home Carthage, Ohio; seriousy but 
not dangerously burned about heaa, face 
and hands. He is in the Cincinnati Hospital. 
William Coagley, engineer of No. 31, and 
George Magee of No. 31, both hurt by jumping. 
These two wen are at Winton Place receiving 
medical attention. Their injurics are reported 
Slight. 

No. 77 was an accommodation train of five 
curs from Glendale, due in this city at 7:05. 
No. 31 waa the Chicago vestibule train of a 
baggage and three coaches, all the cars ex- 
tremely long. No. 3l was due here at 7:10, 
only tive minutes later than No. 77. No. 
77 at the time of the accident was 
tive minutes behind time on account of 
time lost by a previous train. Both 77 and 31 
were in the same block, whichis a violation of 
running orders. Superintendent Nelson says 
this was because the operator at Carthage gave 
No, 31 the wrong signal. That is according to 
his best information at the present woment. 

No. 77, the accommodation, had stopped at 
Winton Place, and had just puiled out and 
rounded a curve, when No. 31 came 
thundering past. Side tracks at that place 
obscured the engineer’s view till he got 
within 200 yards or less ot the train in 
front. He reversed the engine, turned on the 
air brakes, and jumped. His was the Strong 
engine Noe. i. Mr. strong, the manufacturer, 
keeps an engineer with that engine all the 
time, but he never turns a throttle. Picked 
engineers in the employ of the road do that. 
This extra engineer did notjump. He sat like 
a statue on his seat and was not hurt, not even 
scratched. Nota passenger and not a car on 
No. 31 was hurt. 

In Train No. 77 were thirty passengers, nearly 
all in the front car. All who were killed or 
Injured were in the rear car, whieh was 
&@ combination baggage and smoker. The 
blow of Train No. 31 smashed this car and pilea 
up the next two in front of it in a common 
wreck, and the tworear cars burned up. The 
Cincinnati police and the Fire Department 
from near stations rushed to the scene 
and citizens poured in from the populous sub- 
urbs so that no one suffered or perished from 
delay in rescuing. Superintendent Nelson 
says he hus been in the business 
twenty-one years, and this is the first case of 
death from accident under his supervision. It 
was only at midnight that passengers from the 
wreck arrived in Cincinnati. 

Later.—James Staley and William Klamitz, at 
the Cincinnati Hospital, both died this mid- 
night, making the killed five in number. 








THE CANADIAN PARLIAMENT. 





BOTH HOUSES DISCUSS THE BEHRING 
SEA QUESTION. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 17.—Both Houses of 
Parliament to-day adopted the address to tho 
speech from the throne after a two hours’ de- 
bate. In the Commons Mr. Rufus Pope declared 
that if the occasion ever arose Canadian fisher- 
men could defend their rights from American 
aggression. He scouted at the idea of annexa- 
tion, and assailed those who had no faith in the 
destiny of Canada. The policy of the Harrison 
Administration in the Behring Sea question 
was severely criticised. 

Col, Prior of Victoria spoke in asimilar strain, 
dealing principally with tne Behring Sea ques- 
tion. He quoted from the article of Prof. An- 
gell, one of the American Commissioners at the 
Washington Fishery Commission of 1888, to 
show that the United States’ contention to ex- 
clusive severeignty was untenable. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier, leader of the Opposition, 
attacked the Government for their tardiness in 
adjusting the difficulty. He denounced the na- 
tional policy of protection and declared that 
the policy of his party in favor of unrestricted 
reciprocity was indorsed by the majority of 
Canadians. ‘the vacillating course of the Do- 
minion in harassing American lumbermen by 
imposing export duties was also referred to. 

Sir John Macdonald in reply said that the set- 
tlement of the Behring Sea question would be 
consistent with Canadian national dignity. Pro- 
tection was the only trade policy for Canada, 
though he desired to remind the House that the 
Conservative Party had ever favored reciproci- 
ty with the United States on an equitable basis. 
Such an arrangement he declarea to be ont of 
the question at present, owing to the protection 
sentiments of the American Government. 

In the Senate, Senator Bolton from Manitoba 
moved the adoption of the address. Referring 
to the Behring Sea question, he congratulated 
the country upon Bavinge a@ Government which 
could support the rights and interests of the 
people with fitting dignity and firmness. 

Senator Lougheed of Calgary seconded the 
address. He referred to the actiun of the 
United States in Behring Sea as ‘‘ unwarranted 
interference, unjustifiable, and filibustering.”’ 

Senator Scott denounced the Government for 
inactivity in the past. He had as much hope of 
seeing the Behring Sea question settled now as 
ne had four years ago.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 17.—A meeting of the 
Executive Committee to arrange for the aedi- 
cation of the Garfield Memorial on Decoration 
Day was held to-day, ex-President Rutherford

THE GIRL WAS, MURDERED. 


THE MYSTERY OF A WESTERN “ ELOPE- 
MENT” CLEARED UP, 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Jan. 17.—Merchants, 
ranchmen, cowboys, and even gamblers have 
contributed to the $2,000 fund which has been 
offered for the arrest and delivery to the com- 
mittee anywhere in Johnson County, of Archie 
McCoomb, a range worker supposed to have 
brutally murdered Edna Wilson last October. 
The girl was the daughter of one of the first 
families of a prosperous agricultural and graz- 
ing region. She was pretiy, accomplished and 
sensible. A young business man of Buffalo, the 
capital of Johnson County, was her prospective 
lite partner, out the engagement did uot lessen 
the number of her court. 

Society of the frontier was deeply shocked 
when the girl suddenly disappeared last Au- 
gust. McCoomb left under mysterious circum- 
stances about the same time, and the gossips at 
once concluded that he and Miss Wilson had 
eloped, McCoomb was a young cowboy, who 
gained more than local fame by bis prowess in 
his chosen pursuit. He was illiterate, but a 
splendid specimen of the physical man. He 
sang well, and his deft tingers brought sweet 
melody from the only guitar in the whole coun- 
try. McCoomb, though without means, could 
have won nearly any eligible woman in the 
neighborhood, but he became infatuated with 
John Wilson’s daughter, and vowed that she 
should become his wife. Edna repeiled the 
vowboy’s advances, and the father and mother 
told him in so many words thac his visits were 
undesirable. 

Wilson’s immediate friends jomed him in 
searching for his daughter's body after her dis- 
appearance, and the uncharitable ridiculed the 
old man’s faith in his child. One evening the 
searchers returned with Edna’s side saddle, 
having found it on a sand bar of the Goose 
River. The stream was dragged for miles, but 
without result, and even Wilson himself became 
discouraged and would have given up but for 
the pleadings of his wife. Interest in the case 
revived when McCoomb retured last October 
ana gave a plausible explanation of his flight 
and absence. He expressed gratification over 
the fact that he had been cleared of suspicion, 
seemed much grieved, and left ith three weeks, 
stealing two horses and considerable property 
from his mates, A half-breed sald next day 
that McCoomb had told him that the horses 
would find their way back andthat he had 
rovbed his friends because they had cheated 
him at cards. Yo the foreman McCoomb had 
some time before contided that Wilson had 
charged him with ruining the girl and had 
threutened his life. 

George Blaylock settled on an abandonea 
claim near Wilson’s three weeks ago. He 
thought ecomething had been_buried in a ravine 
some distance from his cabin and called his 
nvighbor to help investigate. Wilson and Blay- 
lock soon unearthed the remains of a woman. 
Wilson cried out that the corpse was that of bis 
daughter and ran to tell his wife. The mother 
recognized the clothing and all identified en- 
graved rings on the fingers. On account of the 
purity of the atmosphere and shallowness of the 
grave the body was still well preserved. The 
girl had been vhoked and beaten to death after 
a terrible tight. MeCoomb, it is believed, had 
brought her to the unoccupied cabin and when 
she resisted his advances had committed mur- 
der. Hepiaced the saddie in the river, it is 
further believed, to creaie the drowning theory. 

Mrs. Wilson is very ill and cannot survive 
the shock. 








USELESS MONSTHR GUNS. 
DEFECTS IN THE BENBOW’S HUNDRED 
AND TEN TON CANNON. 


From Dunlap’s Cable Company. 
GIPRALTAR, Jan. 17.—To-day, while firing the 
110-ton guns aboard the iroa-clad Benbow, de- 
fects were developed that make it dangerous to 
use them furtuer. 
Of the seven great 110-ton guns now in exist- 


ence, four are broken down, alihough they have 
never been subjected to the strain of half an 
hour’s firing. 

110-ton guns 


The aboard the Banbow are 
muzzle-loading Armstrongs of 16-inch calibre. 
They are the heaviest guns carried by any war 
ship afloat, though the Victoria and Sans Pareil 
of the British Navy are designed to carry simi- 
lar batteries. The weight of the projectiles for 
these guns is 1,800 pounds, and that of the 
charge of powder 900 pounds. The guns were 
made at the works of Lord Armstrong, and ia 
general appearance resemble the ordinary Arim- 
strong of 25 tons weight, differing only in size. 
The Benbow carries two of these wonster guns 
mounted in her barbette towers. They are sur- 
rounded by a labyrinth of machinery necessary 
té their working. The range of one of these 
pieces is reckoned at fifteen miles. 

Since the advent of the Benbow, about three 
years ago, it was decided to build other battle 
asbips to carry 110-ton guns, but tv give the 
Victoria four 110-ton guns instead of two, as 
ou the Benbow. Within the past six months 
the Victoria has been receiving her baitery, 
but two months agoit was discovered that one 
of the guns, while under test, had drooped at 
the muzzle, and thatin another plece a crack 
had appeared. Since the discovery of these de- 
fects in the Victoria’s guns there has been a 
general outery in British naval circles against 
building any more such expensive weapons, 
their cost being not much under $150,000 for 
each gun. 

So rapid is disintegration and erosion in these 
great guns, that the life of one ceases after the 
firing of seventy-five shots. Again, it 1s said, 
they are so unwieldy that it is impossible to 
load and fire with rapidity. An enemy choosing 
to close action might prevent one of the 110- 
ton guns firing more than a couple rounds by 
rapidly crosaing the dangerous space before a 
third shot could be made. Of the 110-ton guns 
in existence, three are built for the Victoria, 
twofor the Benbow, and two for the Sans 
Pareil. The building of ordnance of tnis magni- 
tude has been to satisfy a British craze to out- 
strip all nations in the production of powerful 
weapons of war. It 1s thought that no more 
guus of over sixty-five tons will now be designed 
for British war ships. 


QUBER POLITICAL REVENGE. 











AN ATTEMPT MADE TO DISBAR MARVIN 
SMITH OF JAMESTOWN. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 17.—This afternoon the 
General Term of the Supreme Court was given 
up to an attempt to disbar Marvin Smith of 
Jamestown. Four hours were spent in reading 
affidavits, and many of these documents were 


ot a highly interesting character. Mr. Smith 
says politics is at the bottom of the attempt. 

Smith is a prominent politician in the region 
where Republican politics are very prominent. 
He has been high in the councils of the Repub- 
lican Party, and was One of the elect who were 
chosen to goon to New-York with James G. 
Blaine in 1884 and listen tothe famous ‘rum, 
Romanism, and rebellion” tirade of Dr. Burch- 
ard. He was prominent in the Eighth Ju- 
diciary Convention which succeeded in 
defeating Judge Barker and nominating 
Judge Lambert. He was ‘trainer’ of the 
latter and managed his canvas. Judge 
Barker's defeat was accepted gracefully, 
and the diet of crow was eaten with as much 
relish apparently as the liquid refreshments 
were consumed. The election came and passed 
without a cloud to obscure the political horizon. 
But there were hints that Marvin Smith would 
be made to suffer for the part he had played in 
the canvass, and the mannerin which he had 
used the stiletto politically shown up. For 
twenty years Mr. Smith had been a practising 
lawyer and had derived a large income from 
his labors. 

Suddenly, when the defeat of Judge Barker 
was learned, twenty lawyers of Chautauqua 
County made up their minds that Smitn’s meth- 
ods were not strictly honorable. A tition 
was presented to the General Term at Roches- 
ter asking that he be disbarred and the charges 
cover aspace of twenty years. Just why he 
has been allowed to do the leading business in 
the city for all this time withouy protest is a 
question. 

The charges are decidedly grave. Mr. Smith 
is accused of grand larceny and embezzlement, 
and many instances are given of his alleged 
misdeeds. The charges of furgery were based 
upon a letter written by the Holland Land Com- 
pany to Barnes Hengerer & Co., and which was 
an order for a carpet for a room for the oifice of 
the company. This carpet was paid for, and 
Mr. Smith signed the name of the Secretary 
and added his initials.

NEW-YORK WINS A POINT 


A SELEOT OOMMITTBE TO 
CONSIDER THE FAIR. 
THE CHICAGO BOOMERS NOT VERY 
HAPPY BUT SOMEWHAT WBARY 
AFTER THEIR STRONG FIGHT. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The Chicago World’a 
Fair hustlers and their champions in the House 
of Representatives are not very happy to-night. 
The first contest on the World’s Fair subject 
has resulted in a victory for their opponents. 
They have the satisfaction, however, of know- 
ing that they gave the otherside a pretty bad 
scare, and that the fight was a good deal hotter 
than some of their opponents could enjoy. 

The active men of both sides were very busy 
last night and this morning preparing for the 
renewal of the struggle, for when ths House ad- 
journed yesterday the battle was practically o 
drawn one. It was so close yesterday that had 
not Mr. Springer purposely changed his vote 
there would have been a tie on the question of 
whether fair matters should be considered by 
the Foreign Affairs Committee or by aselect 
committee appointed solely for that purpose, 
Such atic would have given Speaker Reed the 


chance to cast the deciding vote. Mr. Springer 
was alert enough to save this, and at tas same 
time his change of vote gave him the right to 
move a reconsideration of the vote Dy wuich 
the special committee was ordered. ‘ 

When he made the motion it was met witha 
counter-motion to lay upon the table, made by 
Chairman McKinley of the Commiitee on 
Rules. The McKinley motion was the pending 
question when to-day’s battle apsned, and as 
debate was barred out under the application of 
the previous question, the House went at once 
into voting. Both sides demanded a yea and 
nay vote, and as members responded io their 
pames probably twenty men were keeping close 
tailies of their votes. : 

It was an exceedingly close vote right from 
the start, for at no time during the roi] cali did 
either side have more than half a dozen votes 
the advantage of the other. First the yeas 
would take the lead and then the nays, and 
once, for ten votes, they rap alongeven. but 
when the last vote had been polied, the oppo- 
nents of the Chicago men were two Votes 
ahead and Speaker Reed announced that, as 144 
members had responded in the affirmative and 
142 in the negative, the House had refused ta 
reconsider the decision reached yesterday. 

This brought tne fight down to the original 
resolution, offered by Mr. Hall of Minnesota, 
which called for aselect committee of nine, ta 
which all matters relating to the four huudredth 
anniversary of America, or the proposed 
World’s Fair, should be referred. it was a very 
simple resolution, containing no insiructions ta 
the committee it raised and settling no question 
relating to the fair. A dozen members asiced 
for a yea and nay vote on this resolution, and, 
as this was to be the final contest on the coin, 
mittee question, both sides scoured the capitai 
to bring in all the friends they coulé muster. 

As before, the vote was a see-saw affair from 
beginning to end, but after the roii cull the 
Chicago men were a little further Dekind than 
on the preceding vote, for there were i41l votes 
east for the resolution and ouly 136 against it. 
Before the yote was announced, however, the 
watchful Mr. Springer learned what the figures 
were and changed hia vote to the aflirraative, 
leaving the totais 142 to 135. By this means he 
Was again enabledto move a reconsideration of 
the vote, which be did amid a shower of ob- 
jections. Mr. Hateh of Missouri and two or 
three others moved to lay Mr. Springer’s mo- 
tion on the table, and the prospect: was bright 
for another series of roll-cails. 

But the [liinois man was aware that he was 
on the loaing side, aud so he announced ilat If 
the House would let him make a statement he 
would withdraw his motion. Everybody Was 
willing tohear what Mr. Springer bad to say, 
and he told them that he would revall bis 
motion if there coula ve an understauding thai 
the select committee wouid report next week 
plav under whicn the House could settle tle 
question of the site for the fair. 

This struck the House as putting a condition 
on his withdrawal, and there were numerous 
cries of “Regular order.” Mr. Hatch shouted out 
that he would not object to such an understand- 
ing, Dut Mr. > P. Breckinridge declared 
that he did object. 

**Then,” said the Speaker, “it is understood | 
that there is no understauaing.” : 

While the House was langhing Mr. Spritger 
remarked that he would trust to the henor of 
the select committee to report the desired plan 
aud withdraw the motion to reconsider, asking 
that his vote be restored to the negative col- 
umn. This settled the matter, and after Mr. 
Flower had introduced the Worild’s Fair bill 
prepared by the New-York Committee the 
House took up other business. 

«Before the House adjourned Mr. Raines of 

New York entered a motion to increase the se 
lect committees to thirteen members, and it iz 
quite likely that this will be done.

IN HONOR OF FRANKLIN. 


THE TYPOTHELZ LISTEN TO STORIES 
ABOUT THE PRINTER-STATESMAN. 


The portrait of Benjamin Franklin, which was 
painted when that good old patriot was Min- 
ister to France, nung in the big ballroom of the 
Hotel Brunswick last night, with its ancient 
frame encircled with smilax. Below it sat 
President W. C. Martin, whose years have not 
yet deprived him of the pleasure of celebrating 
Franklin's birthday with his fellow Typotheta. 
These gentlemen meet once a year, and with a 
combination of the two great civilizing arts, 
eating and speaking, exchange jokes of earlier 
days. There were very nearly two hurdred of 


these gentlemen who joined with the venerable 
President in doing honor tothe patron saiat of 
the trade. 

They occtpied an exceedingly long table at 
which they placed their guests, and five other 
tables at Which they numbered nearly 200, At 
the guest table were: Ool. H.T. Rockwell, the 
Rey. Dr. Stoddard, Isaac H. Bailey, J. 8, Cush- 
ing, Col. Thomas W. Knox, Frederick Taylor, 
William J. Hill and ‘theodore De Vinne, the 
Rev. br. J. M. Buckiey, A. D. F. Randolph, E. 
R. Andrews, John Polhemus, William - Me- 
Elroy, Col. William L. Brown, Joseph Howard, 
Jr., and Douglas Taylor. 

President Martin said that it was peculiarly 
fitting that the Typothets should celebrate the 
natal day of Franklin. He told of Franklin's 
experience as a newspaper correspondent in 
Boston. “Then he gave a very popular sketch of 
his relations with his brother and described the 
statesman’s other little idyosynoracies. 

The Rev. Dr. Buckley responded to the toast 
“ Benjamin Franklin.” He was inclined to be 
thankful that he had escaped the grip long 
enough to appear to reply in belialf of the 
printer-statesman. He told aatory of how his 
xrandfather had compelled him to read Frank- 
lin’s autobiography and then declared that he 
never had, until last night, a chance to use the 
information so obtained. Concerning the sub- 
ject of his address, he said that when he visited 
Cobden in England the latter said to the spoak- 
er that he believed that of all of America’s 
great men Franklin was the greatest. His 
mind was a swivel mind, which worked all ways 
with the greatest facility. Franklin once told 
Dr. Buckiey’s great-grandfather that he never 
allowed his legs to get ahead of his head. There 
were two Americans who closely resembled 
Franklin; one of these.was Horace Greeley, the 
other was Abraham Lincoln. #ranklin’s idea 
of how to make a good speech was, ‘first, go 
through your subject, then go around it, then 
go both ways, and when you’ve said what you 
wanted to say, then stop.” Thereupon Dr. 
Buckley sat down. 

He was succeeded by Mr. McElroy, who told 
what he thought would interest the Typothete 
in ‘“‘The Press.” Then Mr. Howard told about 
the journalist of the future, and Col, Knox was 
ealled upon to speak to “Literature,” but in- 
stead of responding in the orthodox manner, he 
sang 2 song of his owncomposition.

THEOLOGICAL POINTS ON WHICH HE 
DOESN’T AGREE WITH DR. ABBOTT. 


Religious circles in Brooklyn were consider- 
ably exercised yesterday over the action of the 
Rey. I. B. McLeod in withdrawing from the ccun- 
cil called to install the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott 
as pastor 6f Plymouth Church. This incident of 
the proceedings was described in THE TIMEs, 
and Mr. MeLeod was very much surprised 
yesterday to see it made public. He supposed 
the councilwas in executive session then, te 
said, and that what was done would be kept 
secret. 

Mr. McLeod was very anxions to have it 
shown that be was not actuated by any opposi- 
tion to Dr. Abbott asa manorto Plymouth 
Church. ‘I did not expect,” he said, ‘‘ that Dr. 
Abbott’s statement of faith would agree with 
my views, but I was surprised tv find that his 
theological beliefs were so far 6ut of harmony 
with the faith of the fathers and what I believe 
to be the general consensus of Congregational 
churches. And because my vote for his instal- 
lation would have been an indorsement of 
views whicn I believe to be un-Congregational, 
un-evangelioal, and un-Scriptural, there was 
nothing for me todo but to ask the council to 
excuse me from turther participation in the 
work for which 1t was assembled.” 

In reference to the points on which he dis- 
agreed with Dr. Abbott Mr. McLeod added: “TI 
disagreed with his statement conacea ns the 
Trinity, the Incarnation, the person of Christ, 
the doctrine of sin, the doctrine of the atone- 
ment, the nature of the soul, and eschatology.” 


A letter from Mr. McLeod to Dr. Abbott was 
read last night at the prayer meeting at Plym- 
outh Church. After assuring Dr. Abbott that 
he was not actuated by any personal antipathy 
Mr. McLeod said: 

“There is no man among them all who admires 
you more than I do, but I am not broad guage 
enough, theologically, to be able to endorse some of 
the views which you presented in your statement 
of faith. Participation in the installation, whatever 
it might mean to others, meant to me an indorse- 
ment of views which seem to me unsound and un- 
safe. I suppose you will think me hidebound, but 
that I shall try to endure, if only you will not think 
me lacking in personal friendship for yourself.” 

Dr. Abbott made abrief statement to the ef- 
fect that he had no personal feeling in the mat- 
ter, and was sure that Mr. McLeod had none.

AND FRUIT MISSION, 


The New-York Bible and Fruit Mission to 


Public Hospitals has just issued its fourteenth 
annual report. This organization, started by a 
small cirele of kind-hearted women, has now 
on its list of supporters hundreds of the most 
prominent people of New-York. Its receipts 
last year were $36.529, After all expenditures 
there remains a cash balance of $1,335. Over 
1,556 visits have been made to hospitals by the 
regular and transient visitors, and over 25,000 
articles of comfort, luxury, or necessity dis- 
tributed among the inmates. 

The penitentaries have also been visited. 
Thanksgiving dinners were given to fifty- 
eight families, Two hundred and forty-six por- 
sons, mostly young girls alone in the city, have 
been helped to employment or homes by the 
Protective Mission. The kitchen garden, whero 
an average of forty little girls can be found 
almost any day learning to cook and keep 
heuse, has also proved a most important 
branch of the great work done by the society. 
The lodging house and the restaurant and coffee 
house have given shelter to hundreds of unfor- 
tunates, and the broom factory established has 
proved to be a good idea for giving ex-convicts 
# new startin life. With the established fresh 
air fund thirty sick children and mothers were 
last Suunmer sent out of town.

THE POST-MATIHE WS INQUIRY. 

Mayor Grant managed to get along in the in 
vestigation of Dock Commissioners Post and 
Matthews yesterday without the assistance of 
hia legal adviser. Despite his constant urging 
that counsel should accelerate the investiga- 
tion as much as possible the case dragged along 
slowly and tediously.

These points the 
defense was willing to admit, but they alleged 
thatthe policy of the department for years 
before the advent of the defendants had been 
to keep the piers and decks cleared of freight 
as fast as it was landed and not to encourage 
the storing of freight on the piers.

MADE INTO A STOCK OOMPANY. 

Forepaugh’s circus is to be made into a stock 
company. To this end John P. Hudson, who is 
associated with Secretary of the Navy Benja- 
min F. Tracy in the law firm of Tracy, McFar- 
land, Boardman & Piatt, has been negotiating 


for some time, especially in regard to placing 
the stock of the company with a number of 
English capitalists. Mr. Hudson said yester- 
day thatit was Mr. Forepaugh’s idea to perpet- 
uate the circus as well as to make it an invesi- 
ment by making it a stock company. 

Of this stock Mr. Forepaugh holds the con- 
trolling interest, It was decided to let the 
English capitalists into the extent of a fair 
share of the stock.

PETER HENDERSON. 

Peter Henderson, widely known asa seeds- 
man, florist, and gardener and the author of 
twoor three widely-read books, died at his 
home, on Arlington-avenue, Jersey City, yes- 
terday morning. He had been tn excellont 
health up to a fortnight ago, when he was 


taken with the “grip.” This attack did not at 


first appear to be serious, and last Friday he 
was able to be out. Buta chill followed, caus- 
ing an attack of pneumonia, and on Thursday 
evening serious symptoms developed. Withia 
twelve hours from that time he died. 

Mr, Henderson was born in Pathuead, a small 
Village near Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1823, He 
left suhool at the age of fifteen, with a fair Eng- 
lish education, and became apprenticed to a 
gardener. He became greatly interested in 
botany, and before he was eighteen years old 
had twice competed successfully for the medals 
given by the Botanical Society of Edinburgh 
forthe best herbarium of native and exotic 
ae be During his apprenticeship he also at- 

nded a mathematical school in Edinburgh, 
walking ten miles twice a week for two years 
for the purpose. 

When his four years’ apprenticeship was com- 
Pleted he came to ew- York. ie worked a 
year at Thorburn’s nursery, Astoria, L. [., a 
year with the late Robert Buist, and for three 
Years with Charles Spang of Pittsburg, where 
he accumulated a capital of $500, In 1847 he 
began business ag a market gardener in Jersey 
City, and for twenty years or more that was his 
principal business, But his taste for orna- 
Inental gardening grew and he became a florist, 
and later still aseedsman. The seed business 
proved most importantof all. At the time of 
his death he was accounted the most successful 
and widely-known seedsman in the country. 

Mr, Henderson’s piace in Jersey City is ex- 
ceedingly attractive. His greenhouse increased 
in size from year to year until he had about 
six aud one-half acres under glass, and the 
Henderson esrablishment employs one hundred 
or more persons there throughout the year. It 
had been entirely under the dead man’s per- 
sonal supervision, and ne found great pleas- 
ure and profit init. But he was a busv man. 
He spent considerable time at his large store 
on Cortiandt-streot, this olfy, and has worked 
industriously ou his books on gardening. 

The first of these books, entitlea “Gardening 
for Profit,” was brought out when he waa in 
the market gardening business, but it has been 
revised and later euitions published, and 
proved a most successful work. Over 100,000 
copies have been sold. Later he published 
“Gardening for Pleasure,’ which also sold 
well, and still later his ‘* Haudbook of Plants.” 
The last-mentioned book was revised during 
the last year, and is still in the haunde of the 
binder. 

Those nearest Mr. Henderson say they could 
hardly understand how he accomplished so 
much. But his health was always good, he 
having made itan invariable rule to spend turee 
or four bours exch day in the open air. Up to 
the time of his last sickness he was always ro- 
bust. As to his loss, aygentieman who is inti- 
mate with his life said yesterday: ‘Mr. Hen- 
derson’s death ieaves a gap in the horticultural 
and agricultural worid that cannot, so far as I 
cau see, be s00a filled. He was an authority on 
a great number of subjects, and his activity and 
observation Were ceaseless.” 

Mr. Henderson leaves a widow, two sons, who 
were his partners in business, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Robert Fioyd. The sons will continue 
business. He was identified with several local 
undertakings in Jersey City, and was aman of 
liberality.

COMMODORE J. Bb. HULL. 
Commodore Joseph Bartine Hull, United 
States Navy. (retired,) died yesterday at his 
home in Philadelphia, aged eighty-seven. He 
was a native of Westchester, N. Y., and was ap- 
pointed a midshipman from Connecticutin 1813, 
His first cruise was on the frigate Congress 
to Holland and the Mediterranean in 1815. In 
1823 he joined the Pacitio squadron in the 
Franklin,as passed midshipman, andipn 1824 was 
ordered to the schooner Dolphin as Acting Lieu- 
tenant. Jan. 13,1825, he was commicsioned Lieu- 


tenant in the frigate Constellation. He was com- 
missioned Commander Sept. 8, 1841, and given 
command of the sloop Warren, stationed on the 
Pacitic coast, where he remained from 1843 to 
1847. During the Mexican war, when oit 
Mazatlan, he sent a huat expedition under 
Lieut. (afterward Rear Adwwiral) Radford, who 
died only a few days ago, to cutout the Mexican 
gun brig Malekadhel, and the expedition was 
successful. For a short period before the close 
of the Mexican war be was in command of the 
Northern District of California, ahd from 1849 
to 1851 he commanded the naval rendezvous at 
Philadelphia. 

He was commissioned Captain Sept. 14, 
1855, and from 1856 to 1859 commanded 
the frigate St. Lawrence in the Brazil 
and Paraguay expedition. From June to Sep- 
tember, 1861, he was in command of the Savan- 
nah coast blockade. He was commissioned Com- 
modore July 16, 1862. He superintended the 
building of gunboats at St. Louis from June, 
1862, to late in 1864; commanded the navy 
yard at Philadelphia from November, 1864, to 
January, 1866; tilled the position of President 
of the Examining Board at Philadélphia from 
December, 1866, to July, 1867, and of Light- 
house Inspector for the First District, with 
headquarters at Portland, from 1869 to 1873. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 
John Lauritz, an ola Ninth Warder, died yester, 
day mornivg at his residence, 179 West Twolfth- 
street. He was a native of Schleswig-Holstein 


and came to this country forty-nine years ago, 
when sixteen years of age. He settied first in 
New-Orleans, but about forty years ago came to 
New-York and started a little beer saloon at the 
above-named address, living in the upper part of 
his business building. He had lived there ever 
since, and had accumulated a considerable fortune. 
In the older days of Tammany Hall he was active 
in supporting that organization, but never held 
office. He sometimes went bail for prisoners who 
could inake it profitable for him, and among those 
who availed themselves of his se:vices was the 
notorious Mme. Lohman, or Mme. Restell, whom 
Anthony Comstock had arrested for malpractice 
several times, and who finally cut her throats in her 
bathroom, leaving a fortune of over $1,000,000. 
Mr. Lauritz leaves a wife, butnochildren. He has 
@ brother, who has lived on Waverley-place, near 
West Eleventh-street, for many years. The 
funeral will take place from the house at 2 P. M, 
to-morrow. 


Mr. Christopher i.e Mansel Talbot, Liberal 
member of the House of Commons for the Middle 
Division of Glamorganshire, (Vale of Neath,) died 


yesterday, aged eighty-six years. By reason of his 
many years of service he was known as the father 
of the House oi Commons, his parliamentary career 
dating baok two years previous to the great Reform 
bill. During the fifty-six years he represented 
Glamorganshire he has only three times haa & con- 
test. He was educated at Harrow and Oriel, and 
at the time of his death was a Director of the Great 
Western Railway and a Fellow of the Royal Society. 
He was Lord Lieutenant of his county, and enjoved 
the further distinction of having refused a peerage. 
Mr. Talbot voted against the Home Rule bill on its 
second reading on the ground of the exclusion of 
the Irish members, but in his last election address 
promised to support Mr. Gladstone in the future. 

Elias Herbert of the firm of D. & E. Herbert, one 
of the oldest building contractors in this city, died 
on Thursday evening at his residence, 211 East 
Forty-eighth-street, after an illness of several 
months. He was born in Monmouth Coanty, N. J., 
April 22, 1417, and belonged to one of the oldest 
families in that State, his ancestor, Francis Her- 
bert, being one of the original settlers at Middle- 
town in ib6U. He went into the building trade 
while ayoung man, and was engaged in this busi- 
ness in this city for fifty years. He was widely 
known in the building trade, and was a member of 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Exchange.

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MR. MORSE OBJECTS TO THE LAW. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Representative Elijah 
A. Morse of Massachusetts addressed the House 
Committee on Commerce to-day in advocacy of 
his two bills, one for the entire repeal of the 
inter-State commerce law, and the other for 
the repeal of the long and short haul and antt- 
pooling sections. He asserted that the law had 
to a large extent stopped railroad development 
and building, and it had been estimated by good 
authorities that the law had caused a shrinkage 
of more than $200,000,000 in the value of rall- 
road property in this country, without any 
compensating advantage to the people. The 
old state of things, he said, had resulted in an 
interchange of commodities and -products 
throughout the United States to the common 


advantage of the whole country. Under the 
operations of the inter-State law this condition 
of things was reversed. 

If the law has righted any wrongs, said Mr. 
Morse, it has created vastly greater ones—inter- 
ference with competition in the carrying busi- 
ness, He denounced the provision giving the 
Commissioners discretionary powers to suspend 
the operations of the long and short haul clause, 
and demanded thatif the law was to continue 
in force it should be made applicable to Cana- 
dian raiiroads. Moreover, he said, the law was 
favorable to trusts and tended to give ali the 
railroads’ business to the trunk line monopolies, 
to the injury of local roads, 

The statement in the annual report of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission that the 
tendency of freight rgtes had been downward, 
Mr. Morse declared was absolutely and unquali- 
fledly false as applied to the whole country. 
He reada published statemenc of five of the 
largest beef-packing companies of Chicago 
showing that their charges for transportation 
of freight had been increased $950,000 since 
the inter-8tate commerce law went into effect. 
The name of the law, he declared, should be 
changed, if it is to continue, to “ A law to pre: 
vent the interchangs of commodities at low 
freights and to protect the trunk line monop- 
olies.’””

MORE RATE CUTTING. 
St. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 17,—The Chicago, Bur- 


lington and Northern Road issued a notice to- 
day that on Jan. 20 it would reduce the second 
class rate from St. Paul and Minneapolis to 
Chicago to $5, acut of $1 from the present 
quotations made by all the lines. The Omaha 
and Wisconsin Central Roads have announced 
that they will meet the eut, and it 1s probable 
that the other lines willfollow.

The Omaha Road decided 
to maintain the twenty-five-cent rate from 
Omaha to Chicago, and to preserve the present 
standard of ratesin Iowa. This seems to bea 
violation of that provision of the Inter-State 
Commerce law which prohibits discrimination 
against localities, since the arrangement will 
compel Omaha shippers to pay double the 
amount charged Kansas City shippers for the 
same services. A committee of ten was ap- 
,einted to adjust intermediate rates between 
Cansas Cfty and Chicagoon the basis of the 
twelve and one-half-cent rate.

CANADIAN ATLANTIC. 

OrTrrawa, Ontario, Jan. 17.—Parliament will 
be asked to grant a charter for the construction 
of a railway from Quebec to St. Cnarles Bay, 
Labrador. The company has just been oryan- 
ized in London, England, under the title of the 
Canadian Atlantic Railway, with a capital 
stock of $40,000,000. Its Board of Directors 1s 
made up as follows: Sir Henry Isaacs, Lora 
Mayor of London; Sir Robert N. Fowler, mem- 
ber of Parliament; Thomas Wood, C. E. Mott, 
Director of the Great Western Railway; W. R. 
Balch, banker, all of London, and E. P. Bender, 
Quebec, 

The capitalists say that Chicago is the food 
centre of the world, and it would be of im- 
portance to construct a road which, in conjuno- 
tion with a line of steamers, would snorten the 
distance between Chicago and Milford Haven, 
Wales, by two days. The proposed route via 
8t. Charles Bay is 1,700'miles shorter than the 
Geen from Chicago to England via New- 
York. 

The capitalists apparently mean business, as 
they decided to go into the scheme aftera 
favorable report regarding the route had been 
made by Admiral Inglefield, formerly in com- 
maud of her Majesty’s Atiantic squadron. Mr. 
Bender says work will begin without delay. St. 
Charles Bay is said to possess a harbor equal 
to that of St. Johns, N. Fy 


A SYNDICATE WILL STEP IN. 

New-York and Philadelphia capitalists have 
organized a syndicate to bid a large sum for 
the Scioto Valley Railroad at the sale which 
has been fixed for next Wednesday. This is 
likely to interfere seriously with the plans of 
the company’s Reorganization Committee, the 
new syndicate, itis said, being in the interest 
of the Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo

bers of the syndicate are large owners.

TO INCREASE RAILROAD TAXATION,

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EX-GOV, FORAKER FOOLED 


DESCRIBING HIS NEGOTIA- 
TIONS WITH WOOD. 

MORE TESTIMONY IN THE BALLOT-BOX 

FORGERY CASE—THE WITNESS TELL- 
ING OF HIS MORTIFICATION. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Ex-Gov. Foraker con- 
tinued his testimony before the House com- 
mittee investigating the ballot-box forgery 
this morning. He said that after parting with 
Wood he got a letter from him Aug. 17 say- 
jug that Crosley, who had the contract, was 
absent; that Mayor Moseby was favorably in- 
clined toward his application for the position 
of Smoke Inspector; that a line from him 
(witness) would help the application, and 
that as soon as the Smoke Inspector matter 
Was settled he (Wood) would go to Washing- 
ton and get such information as might be 
desired in the other matter. The witness re- 
plied on the 19th that he (Wood) would get 
the letter of recommendation from him, as he 
had promised, when he (witness) got the in- 
formation Wood had promised, and not before. 

Aug. 21, the Witness got a note from Wood 
saying he had valuable papers and wanted to 
see him for fifteén minutes. The witness saw 
Wood, who produced a letter, signed W, M. 
Langdon, dated Detroit, Aug. 19, addressed to 
Wooa, which seemed to coniirm Wood’s previous 
story that an effort was being made to secure 


Gov. Alger’s signature to a new contract. 
Wood algo gave him three papers be calied 
State contracts, Which witness did not have 
now. ‘they bad no relevancy to what witness 
was interested in, and he made no use of them. 

With respect to the gun contract, Wood pro- 
duced a letter, dated United States Patent Of- 
fice, Aug. 6, 1887, and signed by Commissioner 
Hail, addressed to him, and saying that Lieut, 
William H. Beil had secured a patent for anim- 
provement in gun carriaxes, and copies of the 
specitication would be furnished upon applica- 
tion. Another letier, sigued “J. &. CG,” said 
that Lieut, and Capt. Bell were the same person, 
and added that Peter would help in the Dods- 
worth case. Wood saii that Col, T. C. Camp- 
bell aud Gov. Campbell had been buying up 
and getting control of a number of inventions 
relating to ordnance. “ Thatis what he said,” 
remarted the witness. “I don’t believe any- 
thing any more.” 

Continuing, the witness said these were a part 
only of a number of papers he bad that had 
been submitted to him for investigation. He 
made no use of them and, after lovking them 
over, told Wood they did not include the papers 
te wanted (relating to the ballot box matter.) 
Wood said they were in Washington. The wit- 
ness understood, perhaps, at a later date that 
John R. McLean Radthem. Wood promised to 
write for them, saying that Crosiey had then 
no longer. Sept. 2 the witness got a letter from 
Wood, dated Cincinnati, Sept. 1, stating that he 
had received a telegram saying the old contract 
was at Baltimore and Wood was to meet a party 
there. He (Wood) wanted a letter of introduc- 
tion to President Harrison. Wood had erro- 
neously supposed that witness wanted the new 
contract up to this time. The wiluess gave 
Wood the letter of introduction (which was 
read) and wrote Wood that he expected’ him 
witha the letter not later than Thursday. The 
letter commended Wood as anold soldier and 
an inventor of merit; the witness did not know 
as mach of him as he did now. ; 

Sept.9 Wood telegraphed the witness from 
Ciacinnati asking where he could see him, The 
Witness Was impatient and replied that he could 
ses him at the appointed place. Meanwhile he 
got a letier from Weod, sent from Washington, 
fated Sept. 8, saying that he had the ducument 
with the yvyaluabie names; that J. R. M. was out 
pf the city; that there were three papers in all, 
and that he inclosed a letter from Ea Haii. 
Lhis inclosure was dated Cincinnati, Bept. 4, 
aud addressed to Wood at Washington. The 
writer told Wood not to hesitate about getting 
the facts and staying with Foraker during the 
campaigo. The witness never had any com- 
munication with Hall until after the election. 

Mr. Foraker telegraphed Wood to come to 
Columbus that night or the next morning. 
Wood replied that be would mail the paper to 
the witness; that the telegram was too late. 
The witness called particular attention to these 
letters, for it would appear from another wit- 
ness that the paper was not forged until the 
next day, Sept. ¥, after Wood had written that 
he had the paper. Previous to that, Sept. 7, 
the witness had a conversation with Mayor 
Moseby on the train about Wood’s application 
for the piace of smoke inspector, and succeeded 
in having action deferred for a tew days. He 
(witness) had notified Wood to be at Columbus 
Sept. 11 to attend to it. 

September 11 Wood came to Columbus and 
brought the forged paper. The witness had 
accidentally misstated this date before. His 
secretary, Mr. Kurtz, was present, and knew 
the witness was expecting the papers. ‘The 
tirest thing the witness found that he did not 
expect to sae was the name of Senator Sher- 
man. He had understood tiat the paper bore 
the names of Messrs. Butterworth, Mckinley, 
and MoPherson. Wvod said that de was sur- 





prised to Bee it, as the Dame was not on the 
paper wuen he tirst saw it. He (Wood) had 
expected to tind it on thé second contract, 
however. The witness had never seer Gover- 


nor Campbeli’s signature, aud got Mr, Kurtz to 
procure @® copy of a biographical skeich, and 
there noticed that Mr. Campbeil signed his 
name James E. Campbell, whereas it was signed 
J. E. Campbell to the paper. Major McKinley’s 
name looked like a very good—a genuine—sig- 
nature, and the witness would have sworn to 
it. He did not think McKinley would question 
it if signed in any honorable connection. Major 
Botterworth did not sign bis pame usually as it 
Was signed to the paper. The * B” ended on 
the wroug side, but the signature was other- 
wise cooa,. 

Coming to Senator Sherman's name, Wood 
suggested that it might have been signed witb 
@ stamp; and the witness noticed a peculiarity 
of the stroke under the “8.” Wood said he got 
the paper at Washington from Walter Wellman, 
private secretary to John RK. McLean, aud, ip his 
absence ia Chicago,in charge of bis private 
pe tier Wood applied to Wellman for it, and 

Veliman telegrapheu the request to Mr. Mc- 
Lean, at Saratoga, and he replied: ‘* Let Wood 
have what he wants.” Thereupon Wood got 
the poper and made tracks with it for Cincin- 
nati. hat was his story. 

The witness said he accepted the paper with- 
out question as to its geuuineness. It ied to all 
the mortification be had experienced about 
this whole ietter, As any honorable man 
would, he felt mortified to find that he had been 
imposed upon by that paper which, in the light 
of subsequent events, it appeared, should not 
have deceived him. Sut the preliminary state- 
ments had prepared his mind for it. 

Continuing, Mr. Foraker read a copy of his 
letter to Mayor Moseby, recommending Wood 
and also a letter from Wood saying that he had 
been received kindiy, but that Ea Henderson 
had been seeking the appoiniment of another 
man. When the witness got back to his office, 
Sept. 13, he examined letters bearing the signa- 
tures of Messrs. Sherman, Butterworth and 
McKinley. He also sent for John W. Clements 
and showed him Gov. Campbell’s signature to 
toe paper. Olements said that he usually 
signed “James E. Campbell,” but thought the 
signature was genuine. The witness also com- 
pared the initials on the gun-contract letter, 
furnished by Wood, with the signature, and ob- 
served toat the “‘C”’ was as in the signature to 
the paper, and that satisfied him as tothat. He 
now saw he was more easily satistied than he 
should dave been, but he had no doubt ai that 
time, 

The witness produced a number of letters 
from Messrs. Sherman, Butterworth & McKin- 
ley, and declared that there was a striking re- 
semblance hetween the genuine and the torged 
signatures. Of Mr. McKinley’s signature, he 
said that he had felt disposed yesteriay to ask 
him why the signature was a bad imitation. As 
a matter of fact, the ‘ W,” which Mr, McKinley 
thought was a good letter, was the only one 
which witness suspected. The names he under- 
stood had been put on the paper by tracing, 
soluething he knew nothing about at that time, 
and the process of which he had never seen yet. 
He had supposed forgeries were committed by 
getting hold of a signature, ‘‘putting your 
tongue between your teeth and copying it as 
near as you could.” He kuew nothing of giass 
and tissue paper and tracing. Soon after get- 
ling possession of the paper, the witness 
boarded atrain ut Springtield, and on it met 
Mr. Halstead, who was on his way from the 
East to Cincinnati, He made no allusion in his 
speecbkes up to that time to the paper. He toid 

r. Halstead that he had the paper, and had 

got more thao he contracted for; that it had 
cume in such forin that he did not see how he 
could make any use of it. 
‘ The witnesa recalled how Wood had told him 
that the papers interlocked, aud thata general 
knowledge of the whole proceeding was neces- 
gory to give siguiiicance to any one paper. Lhe 
witness read @ copy of * Contract 1,000,” as it 
was known. He gave Mr. Halstead the vaper 
andtaiked with another gentleman while Mr. 
Huistead examined the paper. When he re- 
turned Mr. Halstead expressed his surprise at 
the contents of the paper. in answer to the 
witness's statement that Le did not see how to 
use it, that there was danger of throwing the 
party into confusion by attempting to use it, 
Mr. Haistead said that Le saw how he could use 
it as far as Campbell was concerned; that 
Campbell was the oaly man named before the 
people; that it was a duty owing to the people 
to keep such a man from being Governor of the 
Slate, and that if eleeted with such knowledge 
in their possession they would be guilty of 
dereliction; that if be (witness) did not give 
him (Halstead) the paper he would publish it 
anyhow. All of this Mr. Halstead had pub- 
lishea several times in his paper. 

Mr. Haletead suggested that the paper be 
photegraphed to secure a copy and guard 
against logs. The witness had this done at Co- 
lumbus. He then rapidly outlined his Music 
Hall speech, and told bow Mr. Hadden had been 
gshown the photograph copy of the paper, and 
said that che names of Messrs. Sherman and 
Cox had been attached since be first saw it, Mr. 
Halstead called upon him (witness) the morning 
after tho Music Hall speech, and asked fer the 
paper, and the witness gave him the photo- 
giaphic copy and the certificate. 

ood wrote him Sept. 16, complaining that 

Mayer Moseby would not appoint him Smeke 
Inspector. The witness understood that charges 
had been preferred against Wood. At hia re- 





quest Wood came to see him (witnesa)and he told. | 


Wood of the chargea—he had been arrested and 
brought before the ca_court—and that he 
must fight 1t out with the Mayor on the letter 
of recommendation. The witness believed that 
Wood had explained tbat he had been arrested 
for defending his wifé froin insult on a street 
car. He (witness) read his letter of Aug. 13 to 


the Mayor, touching Wood’s application, as well | 


as One of Aug. 16, aaying that he bad promised 
to recommend Wood on a certain comtineeney 
and that he would like to have the place held 
open until the requirement had been complic 

with. He desired a competent man appointed. 

The witness told Wood that he ued} not ex- 
pect the appointment unless he was a worthy 
man, and that he (witness) did not desire him 
to be appointed unless he could establish his 
character. Wood seemed to be satisfied, but 
that night he telegraphed the witness to wire 
the Mayor to refraim from making an appoint- 
ment until he (witness) could see bim. But the 
witness did not wire the Mayor, having done all 
he thought was proper. Other letters from 
Wood bearing upon this application were also 
read. In one Wood says that he will endeavor 
to bring pressure upon Mr. Halstead. He says: 
“They will be on to me with both feet when you 
and Halstead throw the boxes on them, and 
should nov be allowed to stand alone.” Wood 
added that a great many men make great mis- 
takes they afterward regret. 

The witness had found that Mr. Halstead was 
one of those who had opposed Wood's appoint- 
ment after he had heard of the charges. Wood 
called upon the witness and the latter again 
told him that he must clear himseif of the 
charges before expecting the appointment. 
The witness saw him again at the Gibsou 
House, at Cincinnati, the night of the Music 
Hall speech, andhe produced the ballot box 
which formed the basis of his (witness’s) object 
lesson in his speech that night. On Oct. 1 Wood 
wrote witness that he would have the whole 
gun crowd bagged in ten days. Wood again re- 
ferred to his application and the inquiry into 
his character, and wound up witb a postscript 
describing Charley Russell and Congressman 
Caldwell as nearly bursting with laughter out 
in the ball listening to wiwuess’s speech on the 
ballot boxes. Wood aiso inclosed a letter said 
to be from Walters, at Washington, respecting 
the gun patents and asking for further intorwa- 
tion about the number of the patents or the 
name of the inventor concerned, to aid him in 
getting at the Patent Office records, 

Atnoon the committee adjourned until to- 
morrow. 


SHE BORROWED HIs 
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A CURIOUS SUIT AT LAW OVER A 
MONUMENT AT WOODLAWN. 


A litigation over a monument at Woodlawn 
will come up for trial next Tuesday before 
Chief Justice McAdam in the City Court. It is 
the case of Robert Catterson against the exccu- 
tors of the estate of Sarah Morrow, deceased. 
The monument is a handsome column of gran- 
ite, rising from a fluted base and surmounted 
b¥ a square capital, Corinthian in style, bear- 
ing on topa large urn. The inscription on it 
States that 1t was erected by Sarah aud Rebecca 
Morrow “ to the memory of their beloved niece 
Anua Belia 8. M, Withers, who departed this 
ute June 28, A. D, 1868.”’ 

Catterson, who has the monumental works 
near the north entrance of Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery, had put about the plot owned by tie 
two sisters @ Stone coping, for which he was 
paid $1,500. Bome time in 1885, he claims, 
Miss Sarab Morrow came to him to buy a wonu- 
ment, and, ufter explaining her ideas to him, 
Mr. Catterson said that such a monument 
would cost not less than $3,500. This price, he 
says, she agreed upon, and gave him tle order. 
Then Mr. Catterson got John C. Babcock, an 
architect, to draw up several designs for Miss 
Morrow, which he did, and she selected a de- 
sign in granite, consisting of a square pedestal, 
polished and surmounted by a piain unpolished 
pillar, with the base of the pillar fluted, and 
surmounting its top around capital bearing an 
urn, 

Some month safter, Mr. Catterason learned that 
Miss Morrow had erected on her plotin the 
cemetery a Mopument identical with his de- 
sign, With the exception that the capital bear- 
ing the urn was sauare, whereas that on his 
design was round. Mr, Catterson learnei after- 
ward that she had gone to the monument works 
of J. Sharkey, on Fifth-avenue and Twenty- 
third-street, Brooklyn, who otfered to make the 
monument for $250 less, and that she had given 
him the order. fhe suit was first brought in 
1885 and was for $300, that being the cost of 
the designs, including, with the percentage on 
the contract price, the interest as well. It was 
brought by Mr. Catterson through his attorney, 
G. F. Langbein. q 

Miss Morrow died in 1886, and the suit isnow 
pending against her executors. Miss Morrow 
left an estate of $172,215.

Mr. J. F. Caldwell appeared as starter at the 
Clifton track yesterday,and in consequence there 
were better starting and heavier betting than 
there have been at the track since his son Gabe 
was obliged by ill health to give up his duties 
there. The jockeys all seem to have a very 
healthy fear of the veteran starter, and he can 
handle them better than any man in the coun- 
try.

OLAIMED AS HEK HUSBAND. 





MRS. JUDASSA CHAIMOFF SUES FOR A 
DIVORCE FROM MEYER EDKLMUTH. 


Among the many men who have made money 
inthe clothing business in Brooklyn is Meyer 
Edelmuth. For twenty years he has owned a 
store at 368 Van Brunt-street, and his business 
associates say heis worth $100,000. He hasa 
large family. 

Mr. Edelmuth is now involved ina suit for 
absolute divorce brought by a Mrs. Judassa 
Chaimofi, a Russiav, who says that his reat 
name 18 Motte Chaimoff, that he married her in 
1869, and that after a faw months he deserted 
her. She struggled along, she says, until five 
years ago, when she heard that ind husband 
had come to New-York, and she decided to find 
him. A week ago she appeared in the law 
ollice of Klein & Rendich, in Brooklyn, and an- 
nounced that the man she wanted was now 
known as Meyer Edelmuth. Oo Tuesday night 
Mr. Renagich and Mrs. Chaimoif went to 
Mr. Edelmuth’s house. Mr. Kdelmuth was 
at dinner, but he saw his callers aud was 
met with acry of “On, Motte, Motte, I have 
found you at last.” He turned, it is said, and 
hurried down stairs. In answer to his wife’s 
questions he said some one had hit him in the 
face. Mrs, Edelmuth thought of thieves at 
once, and ran up siairs in time to see the front 
door Close on the late callers. Following them, 
crying ‘Stop thief,’ sbe had them arrested, 
and a policeman took them back to the house. 
Then Mrs. Edeimuth could discover no missing 
articles, and the lawyer and his clieut were dis- 
missed.

The House of Representatives yesterday 
adopted the resolution reported from the 
Committee on Rules for the appointment of 
a special committee.of nine to consider all 
matters relating to the World’s Fair of 
1892 and the celebration of the quadri- 
centenary of the discovery of America. 
There is no reason for regarding this action 
as in itself favorable to any particular loca- 
tion for the fair, while the Foreign Affairs 
Committee was regarded as likely to lean 
toward the claims of Chicago on account of 
having an Illinois man at itshead. The 
advantage of the change lies mainly in 
having a committee that can devote itself 
exclusively to this subject, give it thorough 
consideration, and actupon it more prompt- 
y than a committee could do which 
had other mmportant matters to attend 
to. In that sense we regard the ap- 
pointment of the special committee 
as rather favorable to New-York as the 
place for the World’s Fair, because it seems 
to us thatif the matter is thoroughly con- 
sidered with reference to the object in view 
and the conditions of success, the conclu- 
sion must be reached that New-York is the 
only place in the country fer holding an 
international exhibition on an appropriate 
scale. The bill prepared by the New-York 
Committee on Legislation was introduced 
in the House yesterday by Mr. FLOWER and 
referred to the new committee, yet to be 
appointed. Now that the subject is to be 
in the hands of special committees, both in 
the Senate and House, reasonably prompt 

action by Congress may be Jooked for. 








It looks at present as if the re-election of 
Senator ALLISON of Iowa, which is sure to 
follow his unanimous nomination by the 
Republican caucus, would carry still fur- 
ther the process of diminishing the Répub- 
lican vote in the State, which has been go- 
ing on for some years until it resulted at 
the last election in the choice of a Demo- 
cratic Governor. {t may not be true, as is 
claimed by one of the leaders of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, that ‘‘less than one-third of 
the Republicans of Iowa wanted ALLISON 
re-elected,” but there is no doubt that a bit- 
ter opposition to him prevails widely in the 
party. This will not be mitigated by the 
pelief that several representatives were in- 


duced by threats or rewards, and even by 
the direct use of money, to support him in 
the caucus against the petitions and re- 
monstrances of their constituents. Con- 
sidering the character and temper of the 
opposition to ALLISON it will be strange if 
his re-election does not produce furtber es- 
trangement of lowa Republicans from the 
party with whose position on the tariff 
question many of them have leng been out 
of sympathy. 








An impression has prevailed that the 
Commissioners sent from France to the 
isthmus were to make a thorough and im- 
partial inquiry concerning the condition of 
the unfinished project of the Panama Canal 
Company and the feasibility of carrying 
the work to completion, and were to with- 
hold their conclusions until all the data 
required by competent and disinterested 
engineers should have been procured. Re- 
ports from Panama indicate that this im- 
pression must be disturbed. Although the 
Commissioners have been on the isthmus 
only afew days, their chief has declared 
publicly that they have come to ‘correct 
the mistakes” of the company, that the 
canal will be completed, that France is 
ready to ‘“‘redouble her efforts” in support 
of the project, and that the Colombian Gov- 
ernment should grant an extension of time. 
When we add that he announces that the 
Commissioners have “found the condition 


of the works and plant extremely satisfac- 
tory,” it will be seen that the prevailing 
impression as to the nature and duties of 
the commission must be reconstructed. It 
is not difticult to foresee what will be the 
conclusions and recommendations of a com- 
mission that begins its work with such 


a report as this and such assertions as 
those which have be made by M. GERMAIN. 


It is not probable that the centidence of 


French investors can be regained by a 


hasty and superficial inquiry, the conclu- 
sions of which are made known ait the be- 
ginning. 








The two tractsof land at the Narrows 
which the War Department asks Congress 
to purchase with a view to the additional 
fortification of New-York Harbor comprise 
in all, apparently, about two hundred and 


twenty acres. They are contiguous to the 


present works at Fort Wadsworth and Fort 
Hamilton, and of course the inference is 
that these works will be utilized in the 
future system of defense. In addition there 


will bo batteries at Sandy Hook. While the 


acquisition of so much land will, of course, 
involve a considerable expense to start 
with, it is a small matter compared with 
the cost of the guns and the forts; and it is 
something, also, to know that the experts 
are unanimous in their opinions as to the 
advisability of obtaining this additional 
ground. Nearly half of the 130 acres 
asked for Fort Wadsworth will, however, 
go to quarters for the garrison. From 
this time forward, with the laying out of 
new batteries and the mounting, first of 
pneumatic tubes for dynamite shells and 
then of large rifled mortars and eight-inch 
rifled guns, to be succeeded in time by 
heavier calibres, the modern defense of 
New-York Harbor will go on steadily. 








There is no doubt that the indignation in 
Portugal over the course of England in 
Africa is very hot. It has taken the form 
of ‘‘ ostracising” the English merchants in 
Portugal. Ifa weak nation like Portugal 
were being bullied out of its rights by a 
strong nation like England the sympathy 
of mankind would undoubtedly be with the 
sufferer. But this is not the case here. The 
case is one in which Portugal has let cer- 
tain possessions lie idle, and has never 
made good any claim to them or really 
made any claim to them until they had 
been made of some value by a company 
trading under a British charter. The in- 
dignation of the weaker party in such a 
case seems misplaced, as well as the sym- 
pathy with it in other nations, which in 
Spain has taken a curious and amusing 
form. The republicans of Madrid have 
been roused to such a pitch of wrath 
that they actually threaten to leave their 
cards at the Portuguese Legation in token 
of sympathy. This is a threat at which 
humanity shudders. 











NOW FOR CLEAN STREETS. 
There is every reason for giving Mayor 
GRANT credit in his appointment of Mr. 
Horace Loomis as Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning for a sincere purpose of having 
the streets of this city cleaned and kept 
clean. The character of the appointment 
is sufficient assurance of this. Mr. Loomis 
isa trained and experienced engineer and 
administrative officer, and his ability and 
integrity seem to be approved. There is 
every reason to believe that he is competent 
for the task assigned to him, difficult as it 
is admitted to be. Moreover, he is nota 
politician, and there is no ground for sup- 
posing that he will permit politics to inter- 
fere with the efficiency of his department, 
if he can belp it. While heis a Democrat, 
he is not a member of either of the political 
organizations in the city, and has for years 
devoted himself to his official duties in 
the Department of Public Works without 
concerning himself with party manage- 
ment, and, so far as is known, without 
showing himself subservient to political 
managers. We have no doubt that he will 
enter upon his new duties with the fixed 
purpose of performing them faithfully and 
well, and we believe that it is the Mayor’s 
desire that he should do so, for there is no 
more conspicuous evidence constantly be- 
tore the eyes of the people of the manner in 
which public work is done than in the con- 
dition of the streets. It is natural that the 
Mayor should wish to have that evidence 
favorable to bis administration. He may 
even be willing, in order to secure it, to 
sacrifice whatever supposed advantage there 
may be in the political use of the patronage 
of the Street-Cleaning Department. We

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of success in the work of street cleaning. 
Success can only be attained by conducting 
the work on strictly business principles. 
The Commissioner must be permitted to 
employ the agencies and the methods which 
he finds to be most effective without hin- 
drance or interference. He must be free 
in the selection of his subordinate officers 
to choose them’ solely for efficiency and 
fidelity, without regard to any political 
consideration whatever. He must have 
full control of the working force of his 
department, hiring and discharging men 
and keeping them upto their tasks, without 
regard to any “pull” or any political favor 
or hostility. He must be at liberty to get 
work done by contract if he finds it can be 
done better and more economically in that 
way. In short, his department must be 
devoted exclusively to keeping the streets 
clean, and not atallto providing employ- 
ment or pay or profit to any kind of polit- 
ical dependents. 

Is it possible, under a Tammany adminis- 
tration, to have a public department con- 
ducted in this way? Mr. Loomis truly 
says that in order to accomplish his pur- 
pose he must have the hearty co-operation 
of the other city departments and of the 
public. The departments, he thinks, will 
co-operate with him “ without doubt,” but 
he is afraid that it will be more difficult 
“to get the co-operation of some of the 
householders.” The co-operation of house- 


holders is to be secured through the action 
of the departments, if at all. There are 
regulations and ordinances enough, and if 
the Inspectors of the Board of Health and 
the police force attend vigilantly and ener- 
getically to their enforcement the negli- 


gent habits which the public has fallen 


into will speedily be corrected. The most 
serious question is whether the Commis- 
sioner will have the constant and effect- 


ive support of the other departments, of the 


general administration of which they are 
parts, and of the political power that is 
behind that “2dministration, in pursuing a 
policy of independence. Will he be re- 


lieved from the pressure of the politicians, 
upon whose support, in or out of public 
office, he must rely, for a share in the pat- 
ronage and employments of his depart- 
ment? And if he disregards their wishes 


and pursues his own methods without 


yielding, can he count permanently upon 
that “‘ hearty co-operation” which he says 
he must have? 

Ifthe Mayor is entirely in earnest, if he 


recognizes the conditions upon which alone 


the Department of Street Cleaning can be 
successfully conducted, and if he intends to 
have those conditions maintained, he may 
also find his task a difficult one. Mr. 


LOoMIS cannot command the action of the 


Health Board, of the Police Commission 
and the force under its direction, and of the 
Department of Public Works, which has 
much to do with the condition of the 
streets, Can the Mayor himself do so 


effectively? Ifit can be done through the 
concentrated efforts of the Tammany power, 
which has now to be recognized as behind 
the machinery of administration, can the 
Mayor command those efforts? We shall 
see. The professions of the Tammany 
léaders that they are seeking to give the 
city an efficient, economical, and honest 
management of municipal affairs will be 
put to an exacting test in this matter. We 
advise the people not to be too confident 
of the result, but, nevertheless, to lend 
their co-operation and support in the most 
hearty and hopeful manner. If we can get 
clean streets through the adoption of sound 
methods of administration, it will be a 


valuable object lesson to be applied in other 


branches of the public service. A standard 
may be set which all public authorities can 
be reasonably called upon to attain. 








FORAKER AND THE NAMES. 

There was a pitiful exhibition in Wash- 
ington yesterday—the man who has just 
finished his second term in the office of 
Governor of Ohio telling a House com- 
mittee the story of his shameful dealings 
with tho forger who gave him the notorious 
ballot-box contract and subscription list. 
While his testimony was in the main a 
repetition of statements hitherto published, 
which have been examined in THE TIMEs, 
parts of it direct attention to points that 
invite and deserve further consideration. 

Mr. HALSTEAD published on Nov. 13 a 
full account of his cennection with the 
forgeries, and with that account a letter 
from ForRAKER, then Governor of Ohio, in 
which, under the date of Nov. 10, he said: 

“Noticing the demands upon you for further 
information concerning the ballot-box forgery 
business, I write, thinking it may be due to you 


to contribute all the knowledge I have on the 
subject.” 

He then went on to say that he had been 
told, on June 28, that ‘‘Mr. CAMPBELL was 
financially interested in his ballot-box 
measure,” and that “there was a paper 
writing in existence signed by him to that 
effect.” He had applied to Woop for in- 
formation, and Woop also had told him 
that CAMPBELL had signed such a paper. 
There is no intimation in the letter that 
the names of any of the other persons 
whose signatures accompanied that of 
CAMPBELL had been mentioned to FORAKER 
before the forged paper was given to him. 
On the contrary, it was to be inferred that 
those names were not mentioned, for Fora- 
KER wrote: 

“Woop told me all this early in August. On the 
9th day of September he came to Columbus and 
brought the paper you used and delivered it to 
me. When Isawit I was surprised to find on it the 
names that are there with Mr. CAMPBELL’S name, 
and because of those names being there I at once 
concluded that I could not, or at least would not, 
make use of the paper.” 

Mr. HaLsTEaD stated, in the account of 
Nov. 13, that after CAMPBEL1’S nomination 
FoRAKER told him that he “was promised 
@ paper with MCLEAN’s and CAMPBELL’s 
signatures on it, that proved the existence 
of a business arrangement between them be- 
fore the bill was presented.” What follows 
shows that no other names were then men- 
tioned by FoRAKER. Mr. HALSTEAD also 


Sept. 14, when FoRAKER showed it to him 
and professed to have been greatly shocked 


onit. Hereis Mr. HALSTEAD’S account of 
the meeting: 


“Then the Govornor, with a dejection of

These extracts show that FORAKER pro- 
fessed in his letter to HALSTEAD to have 
had no knowledge, before he procured the 
paper, that the names of eminent Repub- 
licans were on it; that he professed to have 
been surprised when he saw those names on 
Sept. 9: that he did not tell HALSTEAD 
about them until Sept. 14; that he pro- 


fessed then to have been shocked terribly 
by the discovery of them on the 9th, and 
that HALSTEAD was amazed when he saw 
them for the first time. 

But what is FoORAKER’s testimony now on 
this point? He told the committee on 
Thursday that when the very first hint 
about the existence of the paper was given 
to him, on June.27, more than two months 
before he was sv greatly surprised and 


shocked, he was told that McKinney and 
BUTTERWORTH were interested with CAMP- 
BELL in the job, and that “‘ written evi- 
deuce” would support this assertion! It 


was one HADDEN who gave him the infor- 


mation. The report of FoRAKER’S testi- 
mony about this is as follows: 


** HADDEN thought that CAMPBELL would be a 
very strong candidate, saying in explanation 
that he would have the support of some leading 
Republicans, mentioning Major BUTTERWORTH. 
HADDEN said his reason for supposing so was 
that in the financial results of CAMPBELL'S 
Ballot-box bill Messrs. BUTTERWORTH and Mc- 
KINLEY were both interested. He undertook to 


procure written evidence of his statement.” 


HappDEN afterward told FoRAKER, the 
latter says, that Woop could furnish this 
‘written evidence,” and FORAKER sought 
Woop. While testifying yesterday, For- 


AKER again admitted that he had been led 


to expect that he should see these names on 
the paper. The followingis a part of the 
report of his testimony about what hap- 
pened when Woop delivered the paper to 


him: 
‘(Ho [the witness] had understood that the 


paper bore the names of Messrs. BUTTERWORTH, 
McKINLEY, and MCPHERSON.”’ 


FORAKER has not explained why he was 
so terribly surprised and shocked when he 


saw on the paper certain names for the 


presence of which in that very spot his 
mind had been prepared for two months, 
or why he decided at once that he could not 
use the paper because it bore those names, 


although he had been bargaining for the 
paper for several weeks, with an expecta- 
tion that the names would be found on it. 


These points deserve consideration when 
the testimony of FORAKER in this remark- 


able case is taken up and weighed. 








LEGISLATION FOR OKLAHOMA, 

The fears of riots in Oklahoma at the re- 
cent election and the presence of two troops 
of cavalry from Fort Reno to prevent this 
result only added emphasis to the urgent 
appeal made by Secretary NOBLE for the 
prompt establishment of a Territorial Gov- 
ernment there by Congress. Under the 
pressure created by the gathering of a great 
body of pioneers, who could hardly be re- 
strained from rushing in, Oklahoma was 
opened to settlement on the 22d day of 
April last, before any system of government 
had been prepared forit. As Secretary No- 
BLE has said, there was neither Governor 
nor Secretary, neither United States Com- 
missioner nor notary public nor Justice of 
the Peace. The United States courts of 
Kansas, Arkansas, and Texas had jurisdic- 
tion there, but they were distant, and took 
cognizance only of crimes punishable by 
death or imprisonment at hard labor. Fort- 
unately Congress, shortly before adjourning 
last Winter, had established a United 
States court, with exclusive original juris- 
diction throughout the Indian Territory, 
including Oklahoma, over offenses less se- 
verely punishable, and also in civil cases, 
But this latter jurisdiction was not to apply 
to cases involving less than $100, or to 
those where both parties were Indians. As 
if there were not inherent shortcomings 
enough in this system, other troubles arose. 
Attorney General MILLER has declared ille- 
gal the appointment of United States Com- 
missioners made by Judge SHACKELFORD, 
who had been made Judge of this United 
States court for the Indian Territory. A 
United States Marshal and an Attorney for 
this court were duly appointed, and found 
much to do, but those of their acts that 
were performed under the Commissioners 
are also pronounced null and void. Two 
land offices were established, at Guthrie 
and Kingfisher, with registers, receivers, 
clerks, and inspectors, and haye been of 
great service. Still, complaints have been 
made that some Government deputies not 
connected with the offices took advantage 
of their position to make entries earlier 
than they otherwise could have done. 
Whatever the facts as to that matter, the 
confusion created by the acts of the Com- 
missioners is obvious, as is also the fact 
that in the many disputes not reaching 
$100 in value there was and is ‘‘no law to 
be judicially administered, and no one but 
a Marshal of a distant United States court 
with executive power; and this is, or 
should be, limited by his writ.” 

Under these circumstances it is a remark- 
able proof of the orderly and law-abiding 
impulses of the American citizen that so 
httle real disturbance has occurred in 
Oklahoma. For nearly nine months it has 
existed under this defective judicial and 
governmental system; and when it is re- 
membered how large a share of the restless 
and the reckless sometimes take part in a 
pioneer movement, the praise due to Okla- 
homa is still more evident. Undoubtedly 
there have been attempts at violence and 
It is known thata good many 
people rushed into the region before the

} occurred at Guthrie. In addition, there was 


avery general failure to observe the rules 
established in regard to the titles of town 
sites, so that a great crop of litigation is 
likely to grow out of this fact. Many ap- 











plications for town sites have been rejected 
and many still await action. ; 

The measures proposed in Congress for 
the relief of Oklahoma aim to supply it 
with a regular Territorial Government, 
and also to provide for its possible growth 
by adding other neighboring areas which 
may be relinquished by Indian tribes and 
opened to settlement. An effort was made 
in the House, before the recess, to 
rush through the particular bill on this 
subject, which has the right of way, but it 
was decided, and wisely enough, that, great 
as was the need of giving the new settle- 
ments a stable Government and a proper 
administration of law, this action must be 
deliberate in order to be safe and beneficial. 
Still, there should be no needless delay. In 
two or three of the larger towns, like 
Guthrie and Oklahoma City, the citizens 
have organized Municipal Governments, 
with a Mayor and Legislative Council, and 
even taxes have been collected. There are 
also City Marshals and their posses, and 
there are local methods of administering 
justice which correspond to a reference or 
a board of arbitration under the form of a 
court. But outside of such towns and in 
the region as a whole the population is 
unorganized, and the Secretary of the In- 
terior has well said that ‘it would be test- 
ing the reverence for law and the good 
morals of even Americans beyond prudence 
or reason to leave them in their present 
condition longer than necessary; and the 
use of the military there should not be re- 
sorted to a day longer than the protection 
of life and property demands where there is 
no law judicially administered. Among the 
first acts of Congress should be one formu- 
lating a system of government for a Terri- 
tory and such curative acts as may be 
deemed best.” The establishment of courts 
of minor original jurisdiction and of higher 


courts would naturally form parts of such 
a system. 








DR STORRS’S PUOSLTION. 
Though the American Board is a private 
corporation, if assumes a sort of publicity 


in its transactions, and its friends con- 
stantly appeal to the public for favorable 
consideration. It is on this ground that its 
affairs are within the sphere of comment, 
and the fact that the management of this 


corporation is arraigned by a third of its 


members as inconsistent with a liberal 
construction of its intent and position 
concentrates upon it a large share of public 


attention. It is the storm centre of a re- 


ligious revolution. A great change has 
come over the Christian world as to the 
motives for carrying on missions. The old 
theology insisted that the heathen would 
be damned forever if missionaries were not 
sont out to warn them of their impending 


doom. The American Board was estab- 
lished at the time when in our own coun- 
try this view of unregenerate mankind was 
current, and its policy has been always the 
rigid adhesion to this idea. Tho Christian 
world has undergone a radical change as to 
the damnatory motive for carrying on for- 
eign missions. The blessing of giving the 
heathen a knowledge of Christ and a share 
in the fruits of Christianity is now con- 
sidered a sufficient motive. The majority 
of the members of the American Board 
still insist that the damnatory motive 
is the sufficient and_ all-prevailing 
reason for missions, and refuse to see that 
the Christian world in undertaking mis- 
sions now stands upon positive and broader 
ground. This is the root of the existing 
trouble. The supporters and managers of 
the board have not advanced to the present 
requirements of their work. They inter- 
pret their relation to a great trust as 
literalists, not as persons who are appointed 
to transmit a trust in the channels and 
currents of actual human life. On theother 
hand, the liberal party is in the stream 
of tendency, and intelligent as to the new 
conditions on which men do religious work 
to-day. The contention is between these 
two parties. The conservatives are in 
power. The liberals have the men anda 
large part of the money, and the question 
is whether Dr. Storrs, who has the confi- 
dence of both parties, will be able to carry 
out the policy of peace which he adopted 
two years ago, and which is now on trial. 

That policy recognized the change in re- 
ligious opinion as to the true motive for 
missions and had the character of states- 
manship, but it did not grasp the whole 
problem. It has been, and it is to-day, 
essentially a temporizing policy. What 
Dr. STORRS sees to-day is that men can be 
thoroughly loyal to CHRIST and truly de- 
voted as missionaries who do not accept a 
limited atonement. What he is attempt- 
ing is a gradual recognition in the Ameri- 
can Board of the change of belief among 
Christian people that is now accepted in 
working Christianity. It is a great task to 
obtain recognition of broader and more 
positive ideas among people who have been 
trained exclusively in a narrow and pro- 
vincial theology, and it is not surprising 
that Dr. StorRs, who seems alone to en- 
joy the confidence of both parties, advances 
slowly in the work. Unquestionably he is 
on the right track. He is working fora 
united board and a united denomination. 
But, while he has the confidence of his 
brethren, the more important question is 
whether he has the courage to rise above 
a temporizing to a permanent policy. The 
issue is now upon him whether he wills it 
or not. In the test case of Mr. COVELL 
who applied to ,the board on the express 
terms of his letter, and who represents the 
young men of piety and ability desiring to 
be appointed as missionaries, his policy of 
unity by broadening the terms of appoint- 
ment so that they shall represent the in- 
telligent evangelical opinions of the de- 
nomination, is on trial, and it has been re- 
jected first by the vote which staved off 
Mr. COVELL’s appointment, when it should 
have been made, with a generous recogni- 
tion of his honest motives on the spot, and 
then by the vote to accept Mr. COVELL’s 
withdrawal. Mr. Coveii has taken him- 
self out of the issue, but he has left things 
in bad shape. The failure of the conserva- 
tives to keep their pledge to siand on the 
terms of Dr. Storrs’s letter of acceptance, 
in the very first instance in which it could 
apply, isaserious difficnlty and places Dr. 
STORRS in a trying position. 

Dr. Storrs is in the situation of a Gen- 


| eral whose troops have deserted him. He 














is President of the board, and yet the men 
who have the executive power seem to be 
determined to use him as their convenient 
teol. They compliment him and his letter, 
but when he says that his letter means 
such and such action they reply that they 
have the right to interpret his letter also, 
and that their interpretation ought to be 
as valid as his. With a Prudential Com- 
mittee, composed of twelve “men, six of 


whom are sure to obstruct him by intepret- ; 
ing his letter against himself at every crit- | 


ical juncture, what can Dr. Srorrs do? | 


Conscience and ability are not lacking in 
these six men, and they represent the ob- 
structive policy that has caused the exist- 
ing trouble. This is the present situation, 
and it puts Dr. Storrs in a position, not of 
his own seeking, in which it is almost im- 
possible for him to carry out the policy to 
which he is pledged. The churches are 
being stirred up by a silent canvassing in 
which the Adjusting Committee of the 
board ask them and their pastors to take 
sides, and every moment the contest is 
widening in area and deepening in in- 
tensity. The work of the board is mean- 
while at a standstill; it cannot advance. 
Dr. STORRS cannot resign because he has 
the leadership of the denomination thrust 
upon him. He cannot continue in his pres- 
ent position, to be checkmated by honest 
but narrow men who are sure to defeat him 
in committee meetings with their votes. 


One thing Dr. Srorrs has a right to in- 
sist on, and that is that the members of the 
American Board shall keep their New-York 
pledge tohim. He hasa right to support. 
His policy, if not as comprehensive as 
it might be, should bo fairly tried, and so 


far it has simply been dishonored where it 
was entitled to respect. It would seem 
asif the committee of nine who were ap- 


pointed to set things right had a duty in 


the present crisis, and that they should 


come strongly and publicly to Dr. Srorrs’s 
support. lie cannot act single-handed, and 
the public, to whom all parties have ap- 
pealed, will presently accuse the Pruden- 


tial Committee of bad faith, if it shall ap- 


pear that Dr. Storrs is the only man in the 
Congregational denomination who has the 
courage of his convictions. 








The knapsack now in use by the National 


Guard of many States will probably soon 
have to “go,” at least in New-York.

JACKSON, Fifth Artillery, who inspected 
the Peekskill Camp year before last, said 
in his report that ‘‘the old glazed knap- 
sack, with a wooden frame, is still worn; it 


would be of very little use in active service 
in the field. I believe the State officers are 
waiting for the UnitedStates Army authori- 
ties to adopt definitely some particular 
knapsack for use in field and garrisen.” 
During the civil war the troops very soon 
found out the defects of the knapsacks 
which were issued to them, and nobody 
will ever know how many scores of thou- 
sands of them were dropped on the march 
or the battlefield, while the simple rolled 
blanket took their place. The substitute 
spoken of as advocated by the National 
Guard Association is “the blanket bag 
used in the army,” which on its part prob- 
ably does not claim to be the acme of con- 
ceivable ingenuity in devices of this sort

Mr. John Rogers, the modeler of statuette 
groups, has completed a colossal group repre- 
senting Jonn Eliot, the apostie to the Indians, 
standing on a rocky eminence, while an In- 
dian and his squaw listen to bis words. The 
apostle is a dignified figurein his jerkin and 
short hose, with clerical robes hanging from his 
shoulders. He wears 2 skull cap, holds an open 
Bible in the left naud, and raises his right with 
pointed index to heaven. His face is not taken 
from any picture,’ although there are two which 
are claimed as portraits. The Indian charac- 
teristics are shown well in the buck and squaw. 
The tormer is seated and “~azes aWay Witu & 
rather gloomy aud diasatistied look; the latter has 
turned and lovks up to the apustie, Who Siands 
high above her. As these two figures are to 
right and left, the monument will offer an 
acucely pyramidal outline. It is a monument 
io be seen from tne front, because all the faces 
are directed more or less jorward, while the 
rear offers no artistic effects.

Coliege days were recalled by college cheers 
at Delmonico’s last night, when the Yale 
Alumni Association of New-York met to ex- 


press its loyalty to the Alma Mater while it | 


partook of a sumptuous banquet. The decora- 
ticns of the main dining hall were wholly char- 
acteristic of Yale. 

The college colors were displayed everywhere. 
Long festoons of blue radiated from the centre 
of the &iling to the corners of the room; on 
every side were the flags and other trophies of 
athletic victories, and above the guests’ table 
Wasa great blue banner with ‘‘ Yale” marked 
on itin large white letters. This was crossed 
with oars and intermediately decorated with 
baseball bats, tennis rackets, and footballs. 

The menus were unique. They consisted of 
biue flags attached to the handles of small 
ears, Which were made from the old campus 
elms that were recently felled to make room 
for the new college buildings. The guests were 
seated according to classes beginning with ’32, 
whose only representative was Mr. J. angus 
Manning, and entending with increasing num- 
bers to the newly fledged alumni of ’89. 

There were more than two hundred men 
present, with the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew 


presiding. On tne dais were President Dwight, 
the Rey. Joseph H.Twichell of Hartfurd, Francis 
©. French of the Harvard Alumni Association, 
James W. Alexander of the Princeton Alumni 
Association, Judge Hepry Howland, Prof. W. K.

President Dwight was in his happiest mood. 
He twitted Mr. Depew meroilessly and made 
him the butt of many anecdetes. Coming to 
his toast, *‘ The University,’ Dr. Dwight paid 
an eloquent tribute to ex-President Woolsey, 
and then said that Yale was passing 
from a college into a university. Education at 
Yale was advancing, as indeed education in ali 
American colleges was. He rejoiced that this 
was true, and he had realized this in no way so 
fully as by comparing the present with his Own 
undergraduate days.

TO HELP HIS PARTY. 


WHY MONTGOMERY IS AGAIN HART- 
FORD’S POSTMASTER. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan, 17.—The reappoint- 
ment of Postmaster Silas K. Montgomery of 
Bristol, which has been made at the instigation 
of Congressman William E. Simonds of this dfs- 
trict, ig not in any sense on account of the 
civil service reform ideas of the Congressman. 
Mr. Simonds has not been known as a friend of 
civil service reform in any of his recommenda- 
tions for office. On the contrary, he has been a 
pronounced spoilsman, and the reason for Post- 
master Montgomery’s reappointment, in the 
language of County Commussiover Silas M. 
Norton, a Republican politician of Bristol, 1s 
“because it will help us,” 

Four years ago, when County Commissioner 
Norton was succeeded by Mr. Montgomery as 
Postmaster, the contest against the latter's 
candidacy was strong and determined in char- 
acter. A life-long Democrat, Charlies L. Fris- 
bie was Mr. Montgomery’s rival, but the victory 
was won by the man who is now said not to be 
& politician and whose reappointment has been 
made, as Commissioner Norton says, for the 
purpose of helping the Republicans, The Wash- 
ington correspondent of ‘THe TIMES was right 
in the statement that there was a Republican 
candidate for the place. Postmaster Montgom- 
ery’s rival under the Harrison Administration 





was Merwin dH. Perkins, who served in the 4 


Twentieth Connecticut Regiment through the 
war. Mr. Perkins has an honorable war record. 
He enlistea in Company E of the Twentieth 
Regiment from the town of Southington under 
Capt. Samuel E. Woodruff Aug. 19, 1862, and 
was wounded at Bentonville, N. C., March 19, 
1864. He was discharged from the service 
June 28, 1865. 

Congressman Simonds has professed great 
admiration for the veterans of the war, but in 
the case in question the veterans’ claims were 
cast to the winds. Whatever may be said in 
favor of Postmaster Montgomery’s reappoint- 
meut, it cannot be attributed to a disposition 
on the part of Mr. Simonds to advance civil 
service reform. It might be added here that 
no Congreesman from Connecticut in years bas 
made a stronger attempt than Mr. Simonds to 
introduce ‘“‘the personal equation” into the 
management of parzy matters. His success, 
however, 1s not likely to prove very encotr- 
aging. Already ominous threats have been 


heard in various sections ef the district against 


his personal rule.

The building next below was damaged 
only by water. 

Two of the upper floors are occupied by Asa 
Cushman, bovts and shoes, with factory at 
Auburn, Me. The lower floors are occupied by 
Potter, White & Bailey. The latter firm sus- 
tained no damage other than that from moving 
the goods. The tiremen succeeded in saving 
the $150,000 worth of goods stored at 140, 
There are several theories as to the cause of the 
fire, but the most probable is that it started 
from a gas meter. 

The building 1n which the fire originated 1s 
134, 136, and 138 Summer-street. One hundred 
and thirty-four is a stairway, which leads to the 
floors above, where are located a large number 
of offices. Many of them are occupied by the 
city agents of manufacturing companies whose 
Mills are situated throughout the State. A re- 
vised list of the occupants at this number is:

Claflin, Coburn & Co., who also utilize 
& considerable portion of the upper floors. 
When the fire was discovered the rear of Claf- 
lin, Coburn & Co.’s large store seemed to be a 
sheet of fire. Before water had reached the 
building smoke appeared at the windows of the 
second stery, and by the time it was seen com- 
ing from the fourth floor windows the flames 
burst from the main entrance. When the en- 
gines began working the flames tora moment 
retired aud black smoke poured forth, A mo- 
ment more and the third and fourth floors 
were ablaze. Billows of flame and smoke 
swept into Summer-street, while curling 
jets of tire played around the casings of the 
windows and the roof cornice, and crawled 
up and over the ornamental guard fence on the 


roof. In response to a third alarm aufficient 
apparatus arrived to practically surround the 
structure and control the progress of the 


flames. 

An estimate of the loss places it between 
$150,000 and $200,000. The loss on the Claf- 
lin Building alone is about $100,000. 

The insurance on the stock of Claflin, Coburn 
& Co. amounts to $100,000, in policies of 
$10,000 in the Niagaraot New-York and $5,000 
each in the Exchange of New-York, Firemen’s 
of New-York, Providence, Rutgers, Citizens’,

THE OHIO SENATORIAL MAJORITY GRAD-

A BUTHERSOME QUESTION, 





WHAT IS TO BE DONE WITH THE 
CHESAPEAKE AND OHIO CANAL? 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan, 17.—A question that Is 
bothering every member of the Legislature is 
what to do with theo Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal. The floods of last June ruined it, and 
some disposal must be made of its franchise. It 
has cost the State of Maryland $15,000,000; it 
has cost other creditors many millions more; it 
owes hundreds of workmen along its route, and 
it is piastered allover with debts and mortgages. 
It still has some value, and the problem is to 
make it yield all that it ia worth, and to place 


it where it will be of the best service to the 
State. Its rehabilitation is practically impossi- 
ble. The last twelve years it was in operation 
it Jost annually an average of $56,000. 

Several plans have come before the Legis- 
lature. One is to sell it to the highest bidder— 
to do which a tayvorable vote must be secured 
from the people. Another is to lease it. The 
third is to place itin the hands of a receiver. 
That is what the Baltimore and Ohio Road is 
trying to do. In 1878 repair bonds to the 
amount ot $500,000 were issued. Those bonds, 
which are a virtual mortgage on the coupons of 
the canal, are mainly owned by the Raltimore 
and Obio Road. In several county courts sults 
have been entered on these bonds to place the 
property in the hands of a receiver. Lhe pur- 
pose of the Baltimore and Ohio is to prevent 
the sale of tho canal and thas postpone the 
building of a competing line. It can easily 
afford to lose the interest on its money if 1t 
can defeat competition. : 

On the other hand the West Virginia Central 
desires the bed of the canal for a roadway to 
Washington. It has been after it for several 
years. If it can secure it it will be able to con- 
struct a road easily and cheaply, and will have 
its own outlet from its rich coal territory. Ru- 
mor credits the Pennsylvania with backing the 
West Virginia Central su that it may sccure a 
direct line to Washington from the West. This 
will be especially usetul in its passenger traliic, 
as it would avoid the carrying of Washington 
passengers all the way hy Harrisburg. Ex-Sen- 
ator Henry G. Davis is President of the West 
Virginia Central, and one of ite Directors and 
heaviest stockholders is Fenator Gorman. The 
President of the canal is Stephen Gambrill, Sen- 
ator Gorman’s brother-in-law. 

The abolishment of the canal will remove the 
most important puplic workin Maryland’s his- 
tory. ‘tbe canal was projected by George 
Wasbington. The first dirt was dug by Presi- 
deut John Quincy Adams in the presence of the 
distinguished men of thatday. In digging the 
tirst spadeful he hit arock. He tried again, 
but made no impression. Then, throwing off 
his coat, he went at it in his shirtsleeves, while 
the crowds cheered tu:nultuously. The build- 
ing of the canal was a heroic record of financial 
failures and misfortunes, but it was finally 
completed. Itruns from Georgetown to Cum- 
berland, a distance of more than 240 miles, fol- 
lowing for the most part the course of the 
Potomac. It crossesrivers, goes through mount- 
ains, and runs over some of the finest masonry 
work in this country. 

For a while it prospered. But the Baltimore 
and Ohio Road paralleled it, and in the race of 
business the locomotive beat the cana!beat. 
Then it became a political machine. Since Sen- 
ator Gorman was its President it has been the 
victim of practical politics, and bad manage- 
ment and extravagance have intensified its 
flnaucial misfortunes. The floods of last June 
were a blessing in one way, as they gtopped the 
useless expenditure and hastened the collapse, 
which was only a question of endurance 
on the part of the State. The people along the 
route, embracing a large part of the State’s 
population, want the work restored. Its im- 
portance tothem can be estimated by the fact 
that the systems of roads of the counties of 
Western Maryland were all laid out so as to be 
contributory to the canal, and by the further 
fact thatit gave the farmers cheap transporta- 
tien and ready markets for their products. 

A syndicuie has offerea to repair and run the 
canal on certain conditions, but itis not likely 
that their proposition will be accepted. The 
probable future of the “big ditch,” as itis 
called in Maryland, will be to serve as a bed for 
anew railroad. 








NOTHING IN 


THE MONMOUTH GRAND JURY KXONER- 
ATES MR. THROCKMORTON. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Jan. 17.—The Monmouth 
County Grand Jury for the January Term com- 
pleted its labors to-day and was discharged. 
The foreman of the jury presented a written re- 
port upon the alleged jury-bribing case. Last 
week ex-Mayor A. E. Heisley charged in open 
court that outsiders had tampered with the jury 
in the trial of Clifton W. Tayleure for criminal 
libel. He presented three affidavits, signed by 
Edward Stafford of Ocean Grove, William M. 
Taylor, and Danie! H. Smock, three of the jurors 
in the case in question. 

Toe affidavits were to the effect that a man 
had talked through the back window of the 
jury room to Charles H. Green, Jr., one of the 
jurors, after the jury had been locked up for 
the night. In their affidavits the three men 
testified that the man who came to the jury 
room and talked with Juror Green was William 
8 Throckmorton, a prominent young lawyer 
and politician of the county.

THE VERY REV. DEAN MOONEY. 

NEWBURG, N. Y., Jan. 17.—The Very Rev. 
Dean Joseph F. Mooney of St. Patrick’s Church, 
this city, whois to take charge of the Church of 
the Sacred Heart, New-York, vice Father Bro- 
phy. deceased, will leave here to accept his new 
charge the fore part of next week. He was ed- 
ucated at St. John’s College, Fordham, and the 
Provincial Seminary of Troy, being made Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy of the latter institution 
soon after being ordained, and he held it eight 
years, coming here in 1879, and has since re- 
mained in charge of 8t. Patrick’s Chureh. 

During his pastorate, property valued at over 
$50.000 has been added to the church besides 
reducing the church debt from $30,000 to 
$12.000, and the membership increased over 
400. 

The church has béen made one of the fourteen 
immovable parishes in the State. The Rev. 
Father Mooney was made Dean in 1886, and ap- 
pointed dioccsan examiner and one of the three 
consulters of the diocese in 1889. His suc- 
cessor in the city will be decided upon by ex- 
amination. The Dean will officiate for the last 
time in this city on Sunday morning next. His 
name has been prominently mentioned in the 
past as a candidate for Bishop. 


THE INDEPENDENT ELEMENT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 17.—The non-partisan ele- 
nient of the Pennsy lvaniaWoman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, which yesterday decided to 
form an independent organization, continued 
its session to-day. The President reported 
that the Evangelical Temperance Association 
of Philadelphia, which had 120 members, was 
ready to join the new alliance. Representa- 
tives of the body were then introduced and the 
assuciation was regularly admitted. 

The election of permanent officers for the new 
organization was then proceeded with and re- 
suited as follows: President—Mrs. H. C. Camp- 
bell of Allegheny; Vice President at Large— 
Mrs. Judge Harry White of Indiana; Recording 
secretary—Miss M. S. Shepard of Tioga; Corre- 
sponding Secretary—Mrs. Ellen M. Watson of 
Philadeiphia; Treasurer—Mrs. Lizzie B. Phillips 
of Chester County. The constitution as pre- 
sented yesterday was then adopted with the 
exception of the name recommended for the 
new organization—‘ The Woman's Christian 
Temperance Alliance of Pennsylvania.” It 
was decided that the selection of a name should 
be left to the National Convention to be held at 
Cleveland. 


MORTALITY IN CONNECTIOUZ. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 17.—Reports received 
from the 168 tuwns in the State by Dr. C. A. 
Lindsley, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, show that there were 948 deaths in 
Connecticut during the month of December, be- 
ing a increase of 52 as compared with 
November. ‘Three cases of typhus tever, which 
is now considered a rare disease by Dr. Linds- 
ley, were reported from Chatham. The small- 
pox broke out among the mill hands at Windsor 
Looke, being communicated through infected 
paper stock, and a number of cases have been 
reported.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 17.—George Penley, 
bookkeeper of the Kentucky Lumber Company, 
which does a heavy business with large capital, 
with headquarters at Burnside, Ky., is a de- 


faulter and fugitive. He left Burnside Satur- 
day, ostensibly for Cincinnati, but to-day K. N. 
Archer recelved a letter from him in Canada, 
stating that he was a defaulter and had filed, 
He left numerous creditors. 

His wife, @ relative of Congressman Finley, 
had been kept inigporance and is prostrated.

EFFORTS BEING MADE TO HAVE 
BAILEY REMOVED. 


Utica, N. Y., Jan. 17.—The Postmastership 
question in this city has become an interesting 
one and is a general tepic of conversation. FE. 
P. Bailey, editor of the Observer, a discreetly 
Democratic paper, is the present incumbent, 
having been appointed by President Cleveland 
three years ago next St. Patrick’s Day. Mr. 
Bailey has made the best of Postmasters and 
his administration has been characterized by 
energy and enterprise. Since Mr. Harrison’s 
election, his paper has been respectful in its 
tone toward the Administration at Washington, 
and this has offlended certain rabid partisans, 
who are not content with anything less than 
stinging editorials as a sort of an after-dinner 
tonic, These persons would like to see Mr. 
Bailey removed in order that, as they believe, 
the Democratic Party here may be beiter repre- 
sented in the columns of the only professedly 
Democratic daily paper ia the city. 

Then there is another element which desires 
to see Mr. Balley’s successor appointed, and 
its members are making every possible effort 
to accomplish that result. This element is 
known as “the gang,” principaliy vecause 
in the past it has controlled elections by some 
very “shady” methods, and to the betterment 
of some of iis leaders, Lust Fali the ** gang,” 
which had previously been content to manipu- 
late city pulitics, took in the Republican 
County Convention and named a candidate for 
District Attorney. Postuaster Bailey, armed 
with his paper, made a bitter fight against 
gang rule, and on this ground the Republican 
nominee, though backed by Congressman Suer- 
man and al! the influence he could bring to 
bear, Was defeated, though the other officers 
on the ticket pulled through. The election of 
the Democrutic District Attorney was set 
down a8 a rebuke to Mr. Sherman and his 
followers, and he has been smarting under the 
chastisement since. Consequently he is after 
Mr. Buailey’s scalp. Well-informed persona, 
however, are of the opinion that Mr. Bailey 
can snap his finger at Mr. Shorman’s efforts. 

Not long ago a couple of inspectors arrived 
here and began a thorough investigation of the 
office, When they returned they took with 
them several affidavits regarding technical 
irregularities in the service here, but the of- 
fenses were of such a nature that, under ordt- 
Nary Circumsiances, no attention would have 
been paid to them. When the inspectors re- 
portea, Mr. Sherman saw toit that their returns 
were duly impressed upon the authorities. He 
received little comfort and no change has been 
mnade. 

The Rev. Thomas J. Brown, a Presbyterian 
clergyman of high standing inthis city,is a 
personal friend of Postmaster General Wana- 
maker, and he hasiaterested himself sufiicient- 
ly in the struggle to write a letter to Mr. Wana- 
maker and urge, in the name of friendship and 
justice, that Mr. Bailey be allowed to complete 
histime, E. H. Risley, @ well-known lawyer, 
with other Républicans, has signed a petition 
to the President asking that Mr. Bailey may be 
left undisturoed, rather than allow the candi- 
date backed by Mr. Sherman to be. appointed. 
No matter how the Post Office fight turns out, 
the result will materially affect Mr. Sherman’s 
chances for a renomination,

TARIFF, TRUSTS, AND TAXES, 


To the Fdttor of the New-York Times: 

Having returned from Washington after a 
stay of nearly two weeks, I shall be very glad to 
give to my numerous readers in THE TIMES, not 
only my impressions, but also the impression 
of numerous legislators, of the probable result 
of tariff revision in the present Congress. 

First—There will certainly be an amendment 
of the present tariff laws and duties. The 
duties will invariably be higher, on nearly all 
articles except such as now exist or flourish 
under the so-called trusts. 

Second—The tariff legislation affecting trusts 
will be pronounced indeed, and during the in- 
vestigation made by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, there was no secret made of the fact. 
That heroic measures must be used to squelch 
the sting out of this now universal evil of 
“*trusts”’ and ‘“‘combinations.” Of these great 
trusts, three, or rather fonr, are the most ps 
nounced, and actually pay their quarterly divi- 
dends under the name of trusts, such as the 
Linseed Oil Trust, the Lead Trust, the Cotton 
Seed Oil Trust, aud the Sugar Trust. 

The feeling against trusts Degan two years 
ago, but its proportions now have become those 
of an avalanche. The Republican members on 
the Ways and Means Committee certainly do 
not conceal their ardent desire to make sugar 
free. When I was before the committee I was 
a*ked by Mr. Flower whether I didn’t think that 
beans in the State of New-York should be pro- 
tected as high us rice isin South Carolina. Of 
course, I said that rice and beans are food used 
by the hungry millions, and they both should 
be free of duty. Whereupon Gov. Gear of 
Iowa, who 1s a very prominent member of the 





committee, demanded of me * whether I con- 
sidered sugar food.” When I said yea, 
he asked further, whether, according to 


my rule, itshould not be free? When I said 
yes everybody on the Republican side of the 
committee applauded. In short, whether the 
Ways and Means Keeps a duty on sugar or not, 
whenever tne bill 1s brought into the House 
there will bo a score of Republican members 
who will move for free sugar of all kinds, and 
they will getit, too. This may also be the case 
with articles such as linseed oil, lead, and other 
commodities where it is known that a trust 
exists. 

Mr. Burrows, who is the second member of 
the Ways and Means Committee, is said to be 
lying low for these trusts, and Senator Sher- 
inan’s billis pretty strong against trusts. Yet, 
in justice to our national legislators, if they 
should enact some ridiculous restrictions 
against all kinds of trusts, it must be said that 
their constituencies, especially in the West, are 
80 pronounced against trusts that it may leave 
them no alternative, and they will have to fol- 
low the irresistible stream, 

With these exceptions there will be a very 
large increase in the duty on woolen fabrics; 
aiso, an increase on carpet wool. In short, 
iron, coal, raw materials of all kinds, woolen 
fabrics, cotton goods, and many thousand small 
articles of either first necessity or fancy goods 
will come in for higher duties. And 1f it is true 
that the now outlined new duty on common 
dress goods is to be 12 cents a square yard and 
50 per cent. ad valorem, then the calculations I 
made on these goods before the committee will 
have to be changed; namely, I showed that un- 
der the present tariii a yard of dress goods cost- 
ing 17383 cents per square yard pays a tax of 
1415 cents. Under the proposed duty it will be

or more than 120 per cent. duty. 
Now that the hearings before the committee 
have been concluded, we may hope to be treated 
with a bill from the committee which, while it 
will bave for its basis the Senate Tariff bill of 
January, 1889, and additional higher duties, 
may, aad will undoudtedly, be so alteredin the 
House that neither the committee nor the Sen- 
ate will recognize it.

ERANS’ SOCIAL CLUB. 


The veteran controversy in the Seyonth Regi- 
ment has assumed a new phase, and one which, 
in the eatimation of the Board of Cficors of the 
active regiment, threatens to imperil the future 
usefulness and welfare of the organization. 
This latest complication grows out of the estab- 
lishment of the Beventh Regiment Veteran Club, 
or more properly the use of the name of the 
Tegiment by the social organization of which 
Col. Locke W. Winchester is President. 

Immediately following the announcement of 
ths intended opening of the Veteran Associa- 
tion’s new clubhouse the Board of Officers of 
the Seventh Regiment was convened by Col. 
Appleton and considered the situation. The 
subject was discussed in all its bearings, and 
Personal and regimental feeling ran high. It 
Wess held that the inatitution of the Veteran 
Club, coupled with the declination on the part 
of the members of the Veteran Association to 
avail themselves of Col. Appleton’s invitation 
to make use of quarters in the armory set 
apart for vhem, was a direct challenge, and one 
fraught with the gravest consequences to 
the parent organization. As the result of the 


bhoard’s deliberations a communication, author- 
ised by a unanimous Vote, was sent to the club, 
objecting to the use of the name of the regi- 
ment by the social organization, on the ground 
okiefly that— 

“The regiment has won its fame and maintains 
ita prospority as a distinctly military organization. 
it holds its piace inthe regard of the community 
because of its recognized otticiency slong strictly 
military lines, and it would be extremely injrd:- 
cious to allow the impression to become prevalent 
that a change was going on in this respect.” 

This communication was forwarded on Nov. 
6, 1889, but it failed to elicit a response for 
wore than a month thereafter. The veterans, 
confident in tne unassailability ef their posi- 
tion, waited until the eve of the opening of 
their new clubhouse, and on the 14th of Decem- 
ber sent to Col. Appleton and his associates a 
letter, ef which the following ia the substanco: 


“Surely no question ought to arise in your minds 
or in the mincs of any one that a club established 
on the principles of the Seventh Regiment Veteran 
Oiub, managed and controlled by men who served 
long, honorably, and faithfullv in the Seventh Regi- 
mest N. G.S. N, Y., every one of whom received 
honorable discharges, and during whose term of 
fervice the regiment attained its exalted reputa- 
tion, and meu who have ever since their retire- 
ment from the regiment striven to uphold its honor 
and Gignity can be other than beneficial to the 
regiment of which they are ex-members. 

“We cannot but delieve that it will become an in- 
centive for recruiting and assuredly a pleasure for 
those serving in the regiment to have a place 
wheres they can meet and enjoy the society of their 
comrades without resorting to public places for 
sociability. No other name than the Seventh Regi. 
ment Veteran Club, under the circumstances, 
would be appropriate. 

“The Governors. wnile deeply sensible of the 
weight of your request, beg to state thatit cannot 
be acted upon, for the reason that in their Opinion 
the matter is beyond the jurisdiction vested in the 
Gevernors by the ciub. 

“We had every reason to suppose that the officers 
ef the regimont would be among the first to unite 
with as und re-establish cordial and friendly rela- 
tions between them and ex-memDoers of our dear old 
Seventh Regiment, our Alma Mater.”’ 


Up to this point the correspondence between 
the Bourd of Officers and the Governors of the 
Veteran Clib had been purely confidential. 
Col. Appleton and his officers were in hopes 
of securing an amicable adjustment of the ques- 
tion in dispute without publicity. The unyieild- 
ing character of the Veteran Club’s communi- 
cation, howsver, impelled the Board of Ofticers 
to take the members of the regiment into its 
confidence. On Monday last, therefore, a pri- 
vate circular was mailed to each member of 
the ren and file containing the two letters al- 
ready spoken of and an additional circular con- 
tainuzg the following paragraphs: 

"Phe position of the Board of Officers is that the 
establishinent of a place where the members of the 
regimens can ‘“‘“mestand enjoy the society of their 
comrades without resorting to public places for 
sociability” and raising over lt the name of the 
Seventh Regiment is an injury to the regiment. 

The officers of the regiment cannot ignore the 
general existence of the fearand beliof among the 
parents of young men that under the pleasing forms 
of club life are concealed the greatest dancers to in- 
cautious youth, and they desire that the regiment 
shall stand for pre-eminence in military and manly 
occupation and work and ever be removed from the 
thadow of ap imputation that it stands for club life 
in any of its objectionable features. 

In the presext instance tho solicitation and in- 
jucement of the young men of the regiment to enter 
the Seventh Regiment Veteran (lub as associate 
members tudicates that the organizers have had 
less in view sociability among the veterans than 
sociability among the young men of the regiment. 

Yo the members of the regiment who may all be 
trusted with the reputation of their organization, 
no matter what their rank or grade, and to the com- 
munity who look to the officers of the regiment to 
protect its name, the letterfernbodying the request 
of the Doard is left without further comment.

On 
the day following its appearance the Veteran 
Club issued an invitation couched in this lan- 
guage:

This invitation is intended for every member of 
your company, whether he receives a notice or not, 

This invitation was sent to the members of the 
rank and file, the commissioned officers of the 
regiment being individually and collectively 
overiooked. It is looked upon, according!y, by 
the latter as a direct bid for the enlisted men of 
the regiment to revolt against the expressed 
wishes and conclusions of their military superi- 
ors and assert their individual rights and pre- 
rogatives in the matter of their social relations, 

In one company of the regiment, it is assert- 
ed, the seeds sown by the Veteran Ciub have 
taken root and are bearing fruitot a most dis- 
agreeable quality. A factional difference 1s 
said to have beendeveloped amongthe rank 
and file of the Ninth Company, oue party claim- 
ing that the commissioned officers have no 
right to dictate to the enlisted men as to what 
course they shall pursue outside of their mili- 
tary duties and reiations. This partisan spirit 
hss developed rapidly, andit is feared by the 
Board of Ofticers that it will permeate the entire 
®egiment and work havoc with diseipline. 





HEAVY WERATHER AT SEA. 
AND TEMPESTUOUS VOYAGE 
OF THE OTHELLO. 


The few stoamships which arrived yesterday 
®t this port reported very heavy weather dur- 
ing the last week or so. Among the most 
roughly handied was the Othello, from Hull, 
which has been out since Dec. 20, and sume 
fears hac been felt for her safety. The Othello 
is a Eritish vessel of the Wilson Line, and con- 
sicned with a general cargo of freight to 
Sanderson & Son. Capt. Murdy of the Othello 
reports that he experienced a continuation 
of west-southwest to west-northwest gales 
throughout the passage, which lasted twenty- 
eight days. if 

From Jan. 1 to 6 it blew with hurricane 
force, causing a terrific cross-sea. The steam- 
er shipped large quantities of water, and con- 
sideravie damage was done about decks. 
So severely was the vessel thrown about by the 
Waves that the cargo was shifted slightly, and 
on her arrival, yesterday, she had a marked 
list to starboard. On Dec. 29 John Forwood, 
one of the seamen, @ native of Hull, thirty- 
seven years oid, died of consumption and was 
buried at sea. 

Tne India, Capt. Huleen, from Hamburg, 
which arrived at Halifax afew days ago, also 
had a succession of gules. The sca was eo heavy 
as to Carry away a portion of the bridge rail, 
smashing one of the boats and floodiug the 
forecastie. Everything movable was washed 
overboard from the decks.

SMUGGLED GHMS SHIZED. 








CAPT. RETTIG OF THE STEAMER SARA- 
TOGA IN LUDLOW-STREET JAIL. 


Capt. William Rettig cf thesteamer Saratoza 
of Ward’s Havana line and Isaac Lainm, one 
of his passengers, occupied cella in Ludlow- 
Street Jail last night. hey were charged with 
smuggling something over $6,000 worth of dia- 
mond jewelry, and, after walting in vain the 
greater part of the afternoon in United States 
Commissioner Shields’s office for bondsamen, they 
Wore cominitted in Gefault of $2,500 bail each, 

Tho steamer arrived here on Wednesday, 
According to Capt. Rettig’s story aa soon as the 
vessel reached Quarantine Lamm rushed into 
Ris cabin in a very excited state of mind and 
body, and throwing down a quantity of jewelry 
on the Captain's table asked him to take charge 


of it until he should call forit. Capt. Rettig 
had much te attend to, but seeing that thera 
was a greet quantity of the stuff and that it 
looked to ba valuable he locked his cabin door 
and proceeded to bring his vessel to dock. 

Ho thought nothing of Mr. Lamm until even- 
ing, and when he was about to leave the vessel 
for his home in Seventy-second-street ho 
thought of the jewelry that had becn placed in 
his keeping. There was a big safe in his cabin, 
but not wishing to trustit there, as he says, he 
bundled 1t up and carried it to his house. He 
jearned that Mr. Lami hadir the meantime 
gone ashore and had been driven to his hotel at 
59 East Eleventh-street, feeling very ill and 
nervous. ; 


transaction between Capt. kettig and Mr. 
Lamm, tbe alert Custom House officers had 
learned that a big batch of diamond jewelry 
that was not on the Saratoza’s manifest had 
been taken ashore without a permit, and Cus- 
toms Inspectors Brown and Donoghue were de- 
tailed by Surveyor George W. Lyon to investi- 
gate. They visited Capt. Rettig’s residence 
late the same evening, and the old sea dog pro- 
tessed to be very much surprised when the 
officers told him they had a warrant for 
bis arrest on a charge of smuggling. 
He denied the whole story point blank 
and said it was rank ~=nonsense to 
accuse sa Captain of twenty years’ standing of 
such a crime. Then he asked the officers to 
have some refreshments. They had just dined, 
and were neither hungry norathirst. The Cap- 
tain tried to temporize, but it was no use, and 
they served the warrant and took him Into cus- 
tody. Then he admitted that he had the 
jewelry, but asseverated that he had only 
taken it from Mr. Lamm for safe keeping over 
night. Tho ofticers examinec the package of 

littering brilliants, ana this is what they 

ound: 

A large diamond brooch, two pairs of emarald and 
diamond earrings, four pairs of valuable diamond 
earrings, four pairs of diamond and sapphire var- 
rings, one diamond and sapphire scarfpin, four 
diamond and sapphire finger rings, one diamond 
una garnet finger ring, one diamond ana pearl 
finger ring, one diamond and pearl broock, two pairs 
of diamond and pearl earrings, ove pair of diamond 
and garnet earrings, one diamond fiugor ring, and 
two pairs of diamond earrings. 

These the oflicers packed up, 2nd while Officer 
Brown tucked them into his ulster pocket Ofli- 
cer Donoghue took charge of the Captain. The 
diamonds were locked up in the seizure room of 
the Custom House and the Captain was a very 
crestfalien tar when arraigned yesterday before 
Commissioner Shields, He said he had no in- 
tention in the world of smuggling the diamonds, 
but that Mr. Lamm had rushed into his cabin 
the moment the Saratoga had passed Sandy 
Hook and threw them on his table with an in- 
junction to keep them till called for. He 
hadn’t seen Mr. Lamm since. Officer Brown 
had in the meantime sworn to an affidavit 
charging Lamm with smuegiing, and whiie 
Capt. Rettig was waiting fora lawyer and a 
bondsman, Mr. Lamm was ushered into the 
Comntissioner’s office a prisoner. He couldn’t 
speak a word of English, but through Deputy 
Marshal Bernhard said that he had gone to 
Havana with a consignment of linen, which he 
had exchanged there for the diamonds. He 
said he got aboard the Saratoga just as she 
was about to leave Havana and had 
no time to enter the diamonds, but 
that he gave them to Capt. Rettig with an in- 
junction to put them on the ship’s manifest. 
He was accompanied by Mr. G. M. Smita of the 
firm of Robert Auerbach & Co., Custom House 
brokers, 56 Wall-street, ana Mz. Smith said that 
Lamm had applied to him to see that the dia- 
monds were properly entered in the Custom 
House, 

The prisoners waited in Commissioner Shield’s 
oftice until a late hour last evening in the hope 
of securing bondsmen, but none being forth- 
coming they were turned over to Deputy Mar- 
shal Bernhard. who saw them safely en- 
sconsed in Ludlow-Street Jail. They will have 
an examination to-day. 





AUSTIN CORBIN A WITNESS. 





HE TESTIFIED YESTERDAY IN THE DON- 
OVAN MURDER TRIAL. 


Austin Corbin came up from Philadelphia yes- 
terday to say a good word for Florence Dono- 
van, who is being tried in the Court of General 
Sessions for murder in the firat degree, having 
stabbed to death Peter Reynolds at 341 East 
Thirty-fifth-street Sept. 20. On that evening 
Donovan’s wife went out to pay a bill at a gro- 
cery store and did not return as soon as Dono- 
van expected. He upbraided her when she 
came back and accused her of being in Rey- 
nolds’s room on the ground floor, They made 
considerable noise, and Keynolds, who owned 
the house and rented rooms to Donovan, came 
up to eee What the matter was. 

He became implicated in the quarrel, and 
struck Donovan with a club. He then went 
down tohis room, and Mrs. Donovan followed 
him and wentinto a grocery store until ber hus- 
band’s anger should subside. Donovan started in 
search of his wife. Aa he did not find ber in 
the street he broke inthe hall dvor, which bad 
been locked when he was outside, and then 
tried to get into Reynolds’s room. Reynoids 
tried to keep him back, and again struck him 
withaclub. Donovan then stabbed him three 
times with a carving knife. Reynoids managed 
to get to the street, when he died almost im- 
mediately. ‘ ; 

Donovaa, in his own behall, teatified yester- 
day before Recorder Smyth that he thought his 
wife was in Reynojds’s rooms. He had not 
stabbed Reynolds until he had been struck 
with the club ana dazed so that he did not 
know what he was doing. 

Mr. Corbin testified that Donovan had been 
known to him for eight years as a man of good 
character and peaceable disposition. He had 
worked last Summer as a florist at Manhattan 
Beach, and just before the homicide Mr. Corbin 
had appointed him to take cnarge of the floral 
decorations of the grounds around the stations 
of the Reading Railroad Company. The case 
will be continued on Monday.

“TICKER” COMPANIES MAY UNITE. 

There is a general beliefin Wall-street that 
the New-York Stock Quotation Company, which 
is to succeed the defunct Commercial Telegram 
Company inthe business of furnishing Stock 
Exchange quotations by means of “tickers,” 
willsoon after its start be amalgamated with 
the Gold and Stock Telegraph Company. By 
permitting this it 1s said that the Stock Ex- 
change would be enabled to suppress the 
bucket shops. 

The Consolidated Exchange claims to be 
independent of the quotations of the olq Ex- 
change, but there is being displayed, neverthe- 
less, @ good deal of interest in the organiza- 
tion of the new company. It is known that 
John A. Mackay and E. C. Platt, the New-York 
agent of the Nevada Bank, are interested in it, 
but beyond that there is little information to 
be had. The Gold and Stock Company has 
about 1,500 subscribers. The Commercial had 
about 500. If a working arrangement could be 
brought about between the companies, it would 
doubtless result in profit to both. 








LETTER CARRIER REILLY’S APPEAL. 

Ex-Letter Carrier John Reilly, who last April 
was c onvicted by Judge Benedict, in the United 
States Circuit Court on the technical charge 
of delaying the mails, yesterday appealed from 
the conviction before Judges Lacombe, Bene- 
dict, and Brown. On the trial it was proved 
that Relily entered the Spingler House on April 
3 in an intoxicated condition, and, going up to 
the third floor, which was thon untenanted, 
threw the entire maii which he had been sent 
from the Union-square sub-station to deliver,into 
@ corner of one of the rooms. He was convicted 
on the evidence of John McGregor, the elevator 
boy, who witnessed the proceeding, and the only 
defense he interposed was that he was too much 
intoxicated to know what he wasdoing. Yes- 
terday the Government submitted its brief and 
an adjournment was had and the appellant noti- 
fied to file his brief.

HORSES BURNED IN A STABLE.

Fisher, owned by Charies Fisher, the Superin- 
tendent of the county almshouse; the third 
was Gipstymus, owned by Mr. Stymus of Elms- 
ford, and the fourth a colt belonging to Mr. Ed- 
wards of Yonkers. John Devine had some sul- 
xies and other property in the stabie, all of which 
were burned, causing a loss estimated at $5,000;

HIS HONOR HEAVES A SIGH 


HE FINDS A STREET SWEEPER 
IN HORACE LOOMIS. 

A DEMOCRAT FROM WESTCHESTER COUN- 
TY—HIS RZCORD AS AN ENGINEER— 
HIS PLANS FOR THE DEPARTMENT. 

Horace Loomis, Engineer in Charge of Sewers 


in the Department of Public Works, was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Street Cleaning by 





Mayor Grant yesterday morning, to serve the 


unexpired term of James §, Coleman, who re- 
signed after the Mayor had recommended tho 
Board of Health to remove him. Mr. Loomis 
was offered the place on Thursday night. The 
Mayor explained to him that the streets must 
be kept cloan. Mr. Loomis said that he would 
do his best, and at 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the Mayor announced his selection, which 
must be contirmed by the Board of Health. 
This will probably be done at a special meeting 
to-day. . 

In making this appointment Mayor Grant 
gets himself out of a dilemma that has been 
perplexing him for many days. He haa offered 
the place to State Engineer John Bogart, Gen. 
Emmons Clark, and others, but the great ro- 
sponsibilities of the place and the low salary 
attached to it caused them todeclineit. His 
Honor had made up his wind not to fill Mr. Cole- 
man’s place with an out-and-out Tammany man, 
ane this was und erstood by the leaders, Tam- 
many wants to use clean streets in the future for 


campaign arguments, and it was thought desir- 
able to appoint a man without factional affiilia- 
tion. Tbe Mayor says that no one recom- 
mended Mr. Loorais, but that he picked him 
out himself. 

The new Commissioner lives in Mount Ver- 
non, Westchester County, has always been a 
Democrat, but never belonged to either of the 
factions of the party In this city. So the Mayor 
bas succeeded in getting a maa outside of his 
own organization. The appointment was a 
surprise to the politicians, Tammany’s follow- 
ers reserve their decision for the present. 

Mr. Loomis was boro in Binghamton in 1840, 
aud graduated from the Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute as a civil engineer in 1865. He went 
into railroad work, made many surveys for the 
krie Road and tbe Midland Road, He contin- 
ued todo engineering work fer railroads until 
1875, when Fitz Jobn Porter, then Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, made him Assistant En- 
gineer of the Oroton Aqueduct Bureau. He has 
been in the Department of Public Works since 
that time, except for a brief period. 

Fitz Jobn Porter assigned him to make the 
surveys for the aqueduct, and this was the first 
work he did in the department. When Allan 
Campbell took oftice as Commissioner of Public 
Works the surveys on the aqueduct were sus- 
pended for a time. Later Mr. Campbell ap- 
pointed Mr. Loomis to make surveys near the 
Bronx River and atterward to make tha sur- 
veys of the Housatonic River when if was pro- 
posed to combine its watershed with the Cro- 
ton watershed. 

In 1880 Mr. Loomis was made Chief Engineer 


‘of Pavements. and on March 1, 1886, Cowmis- 


sioner Rollin M. Squire made him Engineer in 
Charge of Sewers. He has filled that place 
since. His salary has been $4,800. As Com- 
missioner of Street Cleaning he will get $6,000. 

He 1s likely to make many radical changes iu 
the department. Yesterday afternoon he said 
that he was going to do his best to keep the 
streets as clean as possible. 

‘*To do this,” he said, “I must have the 
hearty co-operation of the other city depart- 
ments and of the public. The departments will 
co-operate with me without doubt, but it will 
bo a more difficult matter to get the co-opera- 
tion of some of the householders. Of course [ 
have not had time as yet to formulate any 
plans. Lam awaiting the action of the Board 
of Health, and [ cannot outline what my policy 
will be until [ get into the office and look things 
over.’ 

** Will youreturn to the contract system or 
continue the present system of hiring men by 
the day ?’”’ 

“ Of course I cannot say what system I will 
adopt. Ihave leaned toward the contract sys 
tem. Contractors can bire’ poor workmen, of 
course, but itis not to their advantage to keep 
them. I want capable men working in the de- 
partment.” 

The contract system, it will be remembered, 
was once the pride and pet of Commissioner 
Coleman, and underit the work was more sat- 
isfactorily done than 1t has been Gone since Mr. 
Coleman abandoned the system about a year 
ago, at the suggestion, itis said, of certain in- 
fluential Tammany men. He was credited’ with 
making the change so that Tammanv could get 
more patronage out of the department and so 
that his own position would be secure under 
the Taminany régime. 

Mr. Loomis is amember of the American So- 
clety of Civil Engineers and of the Engineers’ 
Club. He is an examiner on the local Civil Serv- 
ice Board. The Mayor sent his name to the Board 
of Health yesterday. The appointment will, of 
course, be confirmed. The Consolidation act 
BAYS: 

“The Mayor shall appoint the Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning, with the approval of the Board of 
Health, but if after three ballots the said board 
shall fail to confirm or reject by a majority vote anv 
person nominated by the Mayor, t'vo aftirmative 
votes of members of said board shall be sufficient 
for his confirmation.” 

Commissioner Gilroy was credited by some 
people with suggesting the appointment of Mr. 
Loomis, but he says that he seriously objected to 
Mr. Loomis being taken out of bis department 
because his services were 80 valuable there. 
He added that it would be difficult for him to 
till his place. Mr. Loomis’s appointment ia for 
the unexpired portion of Mr. Coleman’s six-year 
term, ‘There are four years left of it.

MR. HEERDEGEN’S WATER FINDER.

A SCHEME FOR A GRAVITY ROAD 
UNDER THE EAST RIVER. 


'* “The Rast River Railway Company was organ- 


ized in this city on Thursday with Benjamin 8. 
Honning a3 Presidentand George S. Morison as 
consulting evgineer. ‘he company has eutered 
intoacontract with the Honning Gravity Tunnel 
Company for the use of its patents and methods of 
rapid transit, and to construct a tunnel under the 
East River between a point in the vicinity of 
Broadway, Brooklyn, and Broome-street, New- 
York, and to complete the same within two vears.”’ 

This statement was dictated to reporters wae 
called upon him at his office in the Mills Build- 
ing yesterday by Benjamin 8S, Henning. He 
epoke with enthusiasm of the tunnel project. 
He said the Henning gravity principle was per- 
fectly practicable, and in his opinion this tun- 
nel and others that may follow it solve the prob- 
lem of rapid transit between New-York and 
Brooklyn. 

“The tunnel will be built,” Mr. Henning 
added, ‘with asharp incline at each end, and 
cars will be carried throughit by the force 
ef gravity. A train of cars entering the tunnel 
apa descending the incline will aequire mo- 
mentum enough to carry it across the level 
part of the tunnel and two-thirds the way up 
the incline at the other end. A cable will bo 
aid for propelling the train the rest of the way 
up. Theinstant the train slows up to fifteen 
miles an hour the cars will automatically grip 
the cable and be pulled right along up to tho 
station. 

“TItis a perfectly simple arrangement. 
body can sea that it muat work.” 

Mr. Henniug said the idea was to run trains 
of three cars. If the traftic required it, these 
trains would be run on a headway of one and a 
half minutes. At that rate 8,000 people an 
hour could be carried each way, If that did not 
answer requirements be would put six Garsin a 
train. Then 16,000 people an hour could bo 
carried. If the demands were beyond that, the 
only way would be to build another tunnel. 

The cost of the tunnel Mr. Henning estimates 
at about $3,000,000. He points out that the 
difficulties will be far less than in building the 
Hudson River tunnel, now in progress. That 
tunnel is for the transportation of freight. The 
approaches to it have to be very long to reduce 
the grade, and the tunnel itself is long. The 
river is 60 feet deep, and its bed is silt, throuch 
which the tunnel has to be pushed. That neces- 
sitates compressed alr and the carrying of all 
waterial through the air locks. Itis hoped that 
none of these obstacles will ne encountered In 
the East River tunnel. The point selected is 
the narrowest part of the river. It is but 2,000 
feet trom bulkbead to bulkhead, The sharp 1n- 
cline at each end of the tunnel makes long ap- 
proaches unnecessary. The tunnel can there- 
fore be short. Itis believed that the tunnel 
will not go through silt, but through firm soil. 

Mr. Henning anticipates no difficulty in get- 
ting funds. At present the President (himself) 
and the consulting engineer (Mr. Morison) 
are the only persons mentioned in connection 
with the enterprise, but as soon as the surveys 
are made, the character of the soil definitely 
determined, aud the terminals tixed upon he 
says he is assured that bankers ard wealthy 
men are ready to take all the stock that will be 
for sale. The present capital of the company is 
but $100,000, and the surveys and preliminaries 
will probably cost $30,000 or $40,000,

THE COURTS TO SETTLE THE DIFFERENCES 
OF MARK TWAIN AND MR. HOUSE. 


The arguments on the applieation for an in- 
junction made by Edward H. House, to restrain 
Samuel L. Clemens, (Mark Twain,) Abby Sage 
Richardeon, and Daniel Frohman from pre- 
senting the play “ The Prince ana the Pauper,’ 
which was to have been mude before Judge 
Duly, in the Court of Common Pleas, yesterday, 
was postponed, owing to the absence of Sena- 
tor lves, counsel for House, until next Tues- 
day. The injunction asked for is forthe pur- 
pose of restraining tho production ofthe play 
in this city until a decision is reached in an ac- 
tion for breach of contract now pending. 

fhe claim of Mr. House is that Mr. Clemens, 
the author of the story “The Prince and the 
Pauper,” in 1881, before its publication, sub- 
mitted the manuscript to him for examination, 
and was informed that the story suggested 
great dramatic possibilities. Nothing further 
was said about dramatizing the story until Deo. 
17, 1886, when Clemens wrote a letter to House 
in which he formally requesied him to make a 
dramatization of the story. Further nego:ia- 
tions were had, and at last House, although in 
exceedingly poor health, accepted the proposi- 
tion and immediately began work. 

In May, 1887, House visited Clemens at his 
home in Hartford, Coun., and discussed the 
work and Its progress. The first aot was com- 
yinee during this visit, and Clemens professed 

imself delighted with it. On Aug. 3, 1887, 
the work was completed and Clemens was noti- 
tied of the fact, but his interest in it seemed to 
have become chilled, for he did not respond to 
the letter, aud in subsequent personal inter- 
views he totally evaded any talk or discussion 
of the work. 

80 matters rested until early in 1889 the 
newspapers intimated that Clemens was en- 
gaged in dramatizing ‘‘The Prince and the 
Paaper.” Thereupon House wrote him that it 
was better to make a tormal announcement 
that he, House, had dramatized the book, and 
thatit would soon be produced, than to have 
unautnorized rumors going the rounda. Then 
Clemens wrote House that he had no knowledge 
of any contract with him whatever, and that he 
had contracted with Mrs. Abby Sage Richxrd- 
son of Boston to dramatize the book. 

‘‘'The Prince and the Pauper,” as dramatized 
by Mra. Richardson, is advertised to be given 
at the Broadway Theatre in this city next Mon- 
day night, under the management of Daniel 
Frohman. Elsie Leslie, the child actress, has 
been engaged for the double part of Edwari 
VI. and Tom Canty. Here House avers Clem- 
ens has appropriated his idea of a double réle. 

The position assumed by Clemens in the suit 
is that no contract was ever entered into be- 
tween himeelf and House,

Such activity as was displayed in yesterday’s 
stock market came chiefly from bear quarters.

MR. MULLER’S LOVE AFFAIR 


HISS CAMMERER’S SUITOR’S 
KEEN SENSE O# HONOR. 
HE DID NOT PROPOSE MARRIAGE BUT 
A TEMPORARY UNION UNDER A 

BUSINESS CONTRACT. 


The tale of woe involved in the breach of 
promise case of Caroline J. Cammerer against 
Clemens Muller was continued in Part IV. of 
the Supreme Court yesterday. The fair Phil- 
adelphia plaintiff whose heart suffered an al- 
leged one-hundred-thonsand-dollar break was 
one of the first to appear, dressed stylishly, 
siniling sweetly, and looking “ too pretty for 
anything.” Her once-agei lover, Clemens 
Muller of New-York, was also prompt in ar- 
riving, but he looked as glum as she did bright. 

The publicity given to the case brought 4 





‘orowd to the Court House yesterday that could 


nos have entered the court room if it had been 
twice as big. Those that could gain admittance 
did so by elbowing and crowding. Among them 
were a score of women, ineluding Maud Harrt- 
son, who for two days has been studying the 
fair Caroline in order to learn hew to improve 
her work in the breach of promise case in the 
play of “Aunt Jack.” A number of well-known 
men dropped in for a few moments to regale 


themselves with # look at “the woman In 
the case,”” among whoin were Gen. Sickles and 
Judge Smith of Elmira, now sitting in the 
ne Court here by assignment of Gov. 

ill. 

Mr. Muller, who was on direct examination 
| his lawyer, Col. Ingersoll, when Thursday’s 
adjournment was made, was called back to the 
Stand, where all day he sat, directly facing 
Miss Cammerer, answering questions as to the 
character and profundity of the love he once 
bore her. To conclude the direct examination 
took but a short time, yet it was full of interest. 
He took up bis story where he had dropped it 
on the day before. Speaking of his last Visit to 
Miss Cammerer in May, 1887, he said: 

“I told her she had promised to come an@ live 
in my house under a@ contract, and aisv had 
promisea to go to Europe with me, and having 
not made eithor promise good she must do so 
or go out of wy life forever. She wept. I told 
herfather the same thing. He wanted $400. 
Itola himI was going to Europe and needed 
my ready money, but finally I gave him $20, 
The next day [saw him and asked if Lena was 
going to Europe with me. He said if she went 
he must go too. [said that would notdo. Then 
he ordered me to leave the house,” 

During this recital the alleged aged one-hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar-heart breaker had grown 
intensely excited, was talking in a declamatory 
Way and Waving his arms high above his head. 

I told Mr. Cammerer that my overcoat was 
there, and went as if to get it, but insteaa L rushed 
to the door of my Lena’s room and cried: 

Lena, my darling, What does this mean?! 

She answered coolly: “*I do what papa says.” 
Again I cried: 

Lena, yuu cannot 
cannot.” 

She answered: ‘‘I will have nothing more to do 
with you.” Then I went away, 

Col. Ingersoll dropped his witness there. 

It was some time before there was decorum 
enough in the court room for Mr. Lewis to be- 
gin his cross-examination. When he did so, 
nowever, Muller again took on the air of stapid- 
ness which, except for brief moments, has 
characterized him throughout the case. If he 
desired tu convey the impression that he was 
stupid he certainly succeeded, for he made 
contradictions of his own and others’ previous 
testimony. The cross-examination lasted four 
hours, during which time the witness was 
taken over the entire range of his acquaintance 
with Miss Cammerer. With the big package of 
letters written by Mullerto Miss Cammerer 
Lawyer Lewis was frequently able to make 
him say what his letters contradicted and cun- 
tradicted his own Written language. The open- 
ing shot was: 

You have frequently expressed your opinion, in 
letters that have been read in court, that you are 
an honorable and upright man. Do you entertain 
the same opinion now? 

Indeed, I do. 

Were you ever in love with Miss Cammerer? 

I was deeply in love with her. 

When did you awaken tothe conclagien that you 
loved her? 

Well, I think I got there before I knew it. 

It became evident here what Mr. Lewis was 
driving at. ‘The plaintiff claims that the formal 
declarations of love and the engagement of 
Inalriage were Made on Dec.'17, 1885. In deny- 
ing it in his direct testimony Muller said that 
before and on that day he and Miss Cammerer 
‘met as strangers,” meaning not what he sai4, 
but that they simply knew each other in the 
everyday friendly style. Cross-Examiner Lewis 
therefore continued: 


Did you tell her-you loved her? 
Oh, we had conversation to that effect repeat-

Muller, speaking of Miss Cammerer’s visit to 
New-York in November, 1885, said she came on 
a long projected visit te friends. He admitted 
that he urged her to come, promising to devote 
himself to her. Ha went over the entire ground 
of the visits of Miss Cammerer to his home, 
but was unable to say, as a previous witness 
(his niece) had said, that Miss Cammerer had 
gazed at a portrait of the insane Mrs, Muller, 
and said * What a pity she is insane!” 

Passages of the “lovey-dovey” kind, inspired 
with passion, were read to the witness from 
some Of his letters, and he was asaed whether, 
when writing them, they came from the heart. 
With eyes tastened on the fair Philade!phian he 
auswered in a toue like that of a base fiddle: 


Nobedy knows better than she that every word 
I ever wrote or spoke to her came trom the very 
pottom of my heart. 


Slowly Lawyer Lewis led Muller up to the day, 
Dec. 17, 1885, when, according to the plaintiff, 
Muller proposed marriage to her, though he 
previously said that on that day they ‘‘ met as 
strangers.” Speaking of the call he made on 
Miss Cammerer then, the lawyer asked: 

Did you use any words of love to her ? 

Undoubtedly I did, for she was conscious of my 
love, and I of hers. 

You did not ask her to be your wife at that time? 

Indeed, [dia not. | 

Did you say anything about any other relation 
you wished to sustain with her? 

Not then, 

You told her, then, of your honor and yoar integ- 
rity as a man? 

Of course. 

Yet your wife was then living in an insane asy- 
lum. Did Miss Cammerer then tell you she ioved 
yout 

No-o-0, but I knew it. 

Did you kiss her? 

Certainly not. I had not got as far as that. 

You had not got as far as that, and had not pro- 
posed marriage, yet when you got back to New- 
York you wrote her: ‘If it were not for the success 
of winning your love,my darling Lena, I would 
break down.” That shows you tried to win her? 

She tried to win me. 

You never did any courting thon; ’twas she that 
courted you? 

She started first. 

And you were a good second? 

Well, pretty good. 

You did not repulse her affection? 

Not exactly. 

Did you ever tell her that you had preserved a 
young heart throngh all life’s stormy battles? 

I did. My heart was young. 

Is it now? 

No answer. 

When you wrote her, “Give regards to pava, 
brother, and sister,” of course you meant her papa, 
brother, and sister, ana not your prospective? 

I never contemplated marriage. 

And marriage did not occur to you when she 
wrote you that Mrs. Kichter had called on her and 
said she was coming to New-York to tell your sons 
of your contemplated marriage?

Muller was then queationed as to the sult for 
divorce from his insane wife instituted threuch 
a lawyer named Scovel, in Camden, N. J. He 
said he agreed tothe suit at the solicitation of 
Mr. Cammorer and his daughter, who told him 
they had a lawyer there who would get a 
divorce in ninety days for $150. He knew they 
could not, but signed the aftidavits withous 
Teading them, because Mr. Cammerer promised 
that if the divorce did not come in ninety days 
Lena should go to Europe with him anyway. 
He denied that be ever told anybody that he 
had beon divorced from his insane wife in In- 
diana courts, or had ever heard of such a 
divorce, and then had to admit that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Miss Cammerer’s father, 
whieh read: *“‘Iam certain that your divoree, 
as pretended’ to have been settled by tho In- 
diana courts, would not be received in the State 
of New-York.” . 

Questioned at the close as to his wealth, 
Muller eaid he was worth about $80,000, and 
had an income of $2,000 above all expenses. 
Then Muller quit the stand. In view of his 
testimony, there was a signifloance in the dis- 
heartened way in which tbe genial Ingersoll 
told the court he had one more witness for the 
defense, Mrs. Erb, daughter of Mre. Richter, by 
whom he intended to prove that previous to 
Dec. 17, 1885, the date of the alleged marriage 
engagement, Miss Cammerer knew that Clem- 
ens Muller had an insane wife living. Mrs, 
Erb was, however, threatened with pneumonia, 
following la grippe.

WHAT DOES THIS MEAN? 


CUNIGUS ACTION OF THE CASTLE GAR- 
DEN AUTHORITIES. 


Emigration Commissioner Hauselt thinks 
that he has discovered another instance of 
high-handed outrage on the part of his col- 
leagues in the Emigration Board. The case 
that has struck him as one of injustice is that 
of a German emigrant named Johann Hammer, 
who arrived on the Rugia two or three days 
ago. He is @ man only twenty-two years of 
age, able-bodied, and healthy, with the excep- 
tion of a slight malformation. of the leg due to 
an improper treatment of a fracture. There is 
nothing to prevent him, however, from working 
at his trade, which is that of a tailor. 

In spite of his good physical condition and 
the fact that he also possessed about $75 in 
money and baggage worth $50, he was not 
allowed to land. He said on arriving that his 
destination in the United States was San 
Francisco, where he has an uncle living. On 
his making this statement he was hurried over 
to the ratlroad-ticket counter and told to buy 
his ticket for San Francisco. This he refused 
to do, saying that his father who had been in 
America before him told him to buy his ticket 
at Pastor Kuile’s, on State-street, and not at 
the Garden. He also said that he wished to 
—— a few days in New-York before going 

est. 

On the pretext of desiring to hear from his 
Tincle in San Francisco before releasing him the 
Commissioners at once detained Hammer and 
senthim with other detained emigrants up to 
Ward’s Island, where he has been in confine- 
ment since. Commissioner Hauselt says that 
there is not the slightest cause for detaining 
Hammer under the law. Itis, however, hinted 
that there is a cat in the meal in the shape of a 
decided aversion on the part of some employes 
at the Garden to allowing emigrants to buy 
their railroad tickets outside the Castle Garden 
“pool.” Another young German who arrived 
with Hammer on the Rugia and who had his 
ticket through to San Francisco was released 
without any onjection. He had intended to be 
Hammevr’s fellow-traveler across the continent, 
but said yesterday that he could not wait much 
longer for him to be released from imprison- 
ment. Mr. Hauselt says that habeas corpus 
proceedings will at once be brought to free 
Hammer.
